CURRENT EVENTS 

Government Is Trying to Solve 
the Mystery of the Twenty 
Missing Ships. 

MAY BE WORK OF PIRATES 


Admiral Sims, Home, Telle Secretary 

Denby He Was Misquoted — Britain 
Determined to Crush Irish Re- 
volt — Dawes Made Direc- 
tor of National Budget. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The Interest of the world was excit- 
ed and Its Imagination stimulated last 
week by the remarkable story of the 
20 lost merchant ships, the mystery of 
whose disappearance our government 
Is trying to solve. Not since the days 
of the German U-boats has there been 
any such a series of maritime disas- 
ters, nor was there any such before 
the war. A number of these 20 ves- 
sels which have disappeared within a 
few months were American or sailing 
from American ports. The most mys- 
tifying of the Instances was that of the 
American schooner Carroll A. Deerlng, 
which ran ashore off the North Caro- 
lina coast last January with all snll» 
set and every member of the crew 
missing, as were Its small boats. More 
than two months later the following 
message in a bottle was picked up 
near Cape Hntteras: 

“Deering captured by oil-burning 
boat, something like chaser; taking off 
everything, handcufllng crew. Crew 
hiding all over ship. No chnnee to 
make escape. Finder please notify 
headquarters of Peering.” 

Naturally the favorite theory con- 
cerning these events is that a pirate 
craft Is operating in the Atlantic. Rear 
Admiral Nulton, commandant of the 
Philadelphia navy yard, inclines to this 
view. He says: 

“It would Ik* possible for an outlaw 
craft to run wild for a short time, and 
it could do considerable damage to 
shipping. If there Is a pirute craft, it 
was or Is operating with forged ship's 
papers. It is always necessary, when 
a ship enters a port, to have its papers 
examined, and this craft could operate 
for a short time with forged papers, 
but in the end It would disclose its 
identity. 

“It is true, also, that by stripping 
vessels of provisions and fuel the out- 
law could continue operations a long 
time, but eventually it would have to 
put into some port for repairs. Machin- 
ery. you know, cannot run forever 
without being overhauled and repaired. 

“If such a craft Is operating it will 
have to return to port at some time, 
and when it does, 1 assume there will 
be interesting developments." 

Another theory is bused upon the 
fuct that about a year and a half ago 
the New York police seized documents 
which revealed a plot which the Uni- 
ted Russian Workers of the United 
States and Canada were forming to 
get their members to Russia. Those 
members who were out of work were 
being instructed to ship on vessels in 
sufficient numbers to seize the vessels 
at sea and steer them into soviet Rus- 
sluu jKins. 

The Departments of State and Com- 
merce, however, hold to the plain pi- 
rate theory and a world-wide lookout 
for the missing ships and their crews 
has been ordered. 

Admiral Sims, recalled from Fug- 
la ud by an order from Secretary Den- 
by that sounded especially severe, ar- j 
rived iu Washington Wednesday arid 
reported to the head of the i^tvy 
Thursday. In reply t<< Mr. Denby, he ! 
asserted thul he had been misquoted 
In the r«'|*orts of his London speech, 
and the secretary called on him lor a 
correct text of whut I e said. Mr. l>en- 
by said to the correspondents: 

“Admiral Sims lias denied the ac- 
curacy of the statements attributed to 
him. He slated thut he was incorrect- 
ly quoted. 1 gave him a written mem- 
orandum setting forth those state- 
ments und asking him tv inform me 


in writing wh*>re lit? was misquoted 
anti to tell me, it ho could, whnt he did 
say in that speech." 

At this writing t ho outcome of the 
affair, so far as tin* admiral Is con- 
cerned, Is not known. Whnt is known, 
however, is that the incident of his 
speech, the attack on him by some of 
the Irish- Americans and the possibility 
of ids being disciplined for what lie 
saitl has aroused a general feeling 
against hyphenates in America com- 
parable to that that existed during 
the war. Senators, representatives, 
Secretary Denby and even President 
Harding were almost swamped with 
letters and telegrams protesting 
against any punishment of the admi- 
ral and indorsing the sentiments lie 
had expressed. The pro-Irish were 
not silent, by any means, but the com- 
munications from admirers of Sims 
were largely in the majority. Neither 
side was permitted to make a demon- 
stration in New York when the ad- 
miral landed, fully a thousand police 
leing massed to prevent such notion. 

The Ulster parliament, which was 
organized recently, was formally 
opened Wednesday by King George, 
who, with Queen Mary, Journeyed to 
Belfast for the purpose. No least pnrt 
of the elaborate ceremonies usual on 
such occasions was omitted, the Irish 
republicans created no disturbance 
and everything passed off in orderly 
manner. Tlie king in bis speech from 
the throne said he spoke ‘Ifrom a full 
heart," but he uttered Nothing but 
platitudes, to tlie disappointment of 
those who had expected some sensa- 
tional pronouncement on the Irish 
question. 

In the parliament In London more 
Important statements concerning the 
Irish troubles were made. For the 
lirst time the government admitted 
that there is real war in Ireluud, and 
Worthington Evans, secretary of war, 
more than Intimated that it would be 
a war to the finish. He said the gov- 
ernment was sending troops continu- 
ally to the Island and would continue 
to send them as quickly us possible, 
and that these troops would be given 
every support. Lord Chancellor Iilr- 
kenheud spoke to tlie same effect, and 
even more emphatically, making it 
plain that unless a settlement Is 
reached und the southern parliament 
functions, there will he a military 
domination campaign much like tiiat 
employed ugalust the Boers in South 
Africa. 

The most spectacular exploit of the 
Sinn Felners lust week was the kid- 
naping of Eurl Bundon, for many 
years the king's lieutenant of County 
Cork, and the burning of Ids castle in 
Buntry. Colonel Lambert of the crown 
forces was killed near Kuockroghery, 
und in reprisal the entire villuge was 
burned. 

The allies, while still determined 
tlmt tin* Turkish nationalists shall not 
get possession of Constantinople, have 
now requested, or ordered, tlie Greeks 
to defer their offensive uguinst Ke- 
mul’s forces until an attempt lias been 
made to mediate between the two na- 
tions. King Constantine, it is said, 
consented to wait until some time in 
July. Lord Curzou, Premier Briand 
and representatives of Italy arranged 
for this postponement and promised 
tiiut if Greece were amenable the three 
big powers would lift tlie financial em- 
bargo and permit Greece to arrange 
its fiscal uffalrs. The French under- 
took to persuade Ketiial I'ashu to make 
concessions leading to an amicable 
settlement. 

The Japanese and Bolshevlki in Si- 
beria, who have been on the point of 
hostilities for some time, are reported 
to have liuil u tight near Nikoluievosk. 
The government «f the Far Eastern re- 
publie at Chita lias mobilized its forces i 
und lias been promised active aid by ! 
tlie Moscow government. It reports 
the complete defeut of u body of 
troops personally commanded by Gen. 
Bar<>n \on Uiigeru-Siernberg. anti-Bol- 
slievik leader. This is denied by dis- 
patches from Harbin, which credit Uu- 
gern-Sternberg with repeated success- 
es. Japan has presented to the Chita 
government eight rigorous conditions , 
us u basis for recognition — so harsh ’ 
that they will be hardly acceptable. 

Three anchored submarines were 
destroyed by the United States forces 
last week — but the layman will not

easily perceive the value of tlie exploit, 
except that it proved our aerial bomb- 
ers and destroyer gunners are pretty 
good marksmen, at least when tlie tar- 
get Is stationary and helpless. The 
first test was made by a bombing 
squadron of the air forces, and tlie 
submarine was speedily sunk. Then n 
hunch of destroyers charged on two 
U-boals, at full speed, and filled them 
full of shells in quick time. Other 
tests are to follow. Of course, tin* tar- 
gets were submarines that once be- 
longed to Germany. 



Gen. Clin t ies G. Dawes of Chicago 
lias been persuaded by President Hard- 
ing to take tlie place of director of tlie 
new federal budget system and is al- 
ready on the job. He had an inter- 
view with the President and then an- 
nounced that he would ask n numhei 
of experienced business men to serve 
in tlie budget bureau without pay. Tlie 
lirst of these is William T. Abbott of 
Chicago, whom General Dawes invited 
to serve as assistant director. He also 
requested that Brig. Gen. George 
Moseley and Col. Henry Smither be 
detailed to help him. Both of them 
distinguished themselves in organiza- 
tion work during the war. 

Mr. Dawes made some cutting re- 
marks about the inadequacy of the 
budget legislation, adding: “One might 
ns well be handed n toothpick with 
which to tunnel Pike’s peak. It is evi- 
dent that if this, the greatest business 
crisis which our government lias ever 
confronted, is to b« properly met, chief 
reliance will have to he placed upon 
something else than the pitiful machin- 
ery provided l y law with which to ex- 
ercise the wide powers extended to the 
budget bureau. I nm, therefore, ac- 
cepting the position of director of the 
budget only with the idea that the pa- 
triotism of the bureau chiefs and the 
country ns a whole can be aroused in 
this emergency t lint it will be met as 
was tlie emergency of war four years 
ago.” # 

With its mind set more firmly on 
present economy than on adequate na- 
tional defense, congress last week 
about made up its mind tiiat tlie Uni- 
ted States could get along safely with 
a very small army and navy person- 
nel. Despite the utmost efforts of tlie 
advocates of preparedness and con- 
trary to the known wishes of tlie ad- 
ministration, the army is to lie reduced 
to 150,000 men by October 1, and the 
enlisted personnel of the navy is to he 
cut to 100,000. At least 50,000 men 
must be discharged from the army, re- 
gardless of their enlistment terms, in 
addition to the normal discharges, 
which are estimated at 20,000. Senator 
New of Indiana declared tlie 50,000 
can sue tlie government for their sal- 
aries if the terms of their enlistment 
contracts are thus ignored. 

The senute in tills yielded complete- 
ly to tlu* demands n’t tlie house, and in 
return received assurance that tlie 
Borali disarmament amendment would 
Ik* adopted by tin* house in substitute 
for the Porter resolution. This, too, 
will be distasteful to the udininistra- 
tion. It may be President Harding 
can ami will do something to prevent 
this return to a state of unprepured- 
noss by interposing Ids veto. 

Secretary of the Nuvy Denly has 
taken steps to check the tendency to 
introduce soviet -methods into tlie 
navy, believing them to Ik* subversive 
of discipline. There have been two 
known instances of this so far, und in 
both eases Mr. Denby lias removed 
from command the chief officer respon- 
sible. In tlu* first, Capt. C. D. Stearns 
has been detached from command of 
the battleship Michigan for permitting 
the enlisted men to form a committee 
to pass upon disciplinary measures 
ainnug members of tlie crew. In tin- 
other ease, tlu* crew of an unnamed 
vessel was permitted to express Its 
preference by vote as to where the 
ship should be tuken to go into dry 
dock; the commander, also unnamed, 
was detached from his command. 

In disapproving the sentence of dis- 
missal imposed u naval court-mar- 
tial on Lieut. Commander Athol II. 
George. United States naval reserve 
force, convicted of disobeying an order 
of the commanding officer of his ship, 
who is a medical officer of the navy. 
Secretary Denby has establishes) tlie 
rule that no line officer Is subject to 
the couiinuud of a staff officer of su- 
l*erior rank.

OF CAR BATTERY 


Most Troubles Are Due to Failure 
of Owners to Carefully Ob- 
serve Instructions. 


MAKE FRE QUENT IN SPECTIONS 

See That Liquid Solution It Up to 

Proper Level and Save Expensive 
Dismantling and RebJilding— 
Some Simple Points. 

Nearly all battery troubles are due 
to the owners’ failure to observe a 
few simple instructions. The motor- 
ist who gets the greatest power, the 
most service and the longest life from 
Ills storage battery is the one who Is 
cautious in the cure of It nnd makes 
It a practice to examine it at least 
once every two weeks In winter to 
see that the liquid solution Is up to 
the proper level. 

These periodical tests are highly 
important. They enable you to tell 
in auvnnee when your battery is In 
danger of being ruined through under- 
charging or overheating, when minor 
troubles In the electrical system are 
draining the strength nnd endurance 
of your buttery, when uu Inexpensive 
freshening charge would save expen- 
sive dismantling and rebuilding hitof. 

Few Simple Suggestions. 

Here ure a few simple Instructions, 
which, If followed, will lengthe* the 
life of your battery, and give more 
satisfactory service. 

Under no circumstances use any- 
thing hut pure distilled water. 
“Boiled” water will not do, it! must 
be distilled water from whiui all 
impurities which would injure tile bat- 
tery have been removed, if y»u do 
not cure to udd distilled water your- 
self make arrangements with the near- 
est service stutiou to do It for iou. 

Acid or electrolyte should never be 
added except by uu export bittery 
man. 

All metal parts of connectors, 
which are not lead-touted, shoi: d be 
kept covered with a thin coatl g of 
vaseline. 

Look at your battery occasionally, 
and If the solution has spruytjl or 
spilled, wipe clean with a 
sponge. 

Don’t lay tools, or anything 
across the top of your battery. 

Remember that your buttery 
expected to keep spinning your ehgliio 
several minutes at a time. It cin do 
it hut It is hound to shorten tin 
tery’s life. 

If your engine does not 
promptly when you operute 
starter, make sure your lgj 
switch Is turned on nnd that 
carburetor mixture is rich enough be- 
fore using your sturter again. 

In cold weather if your engine 
doesn't start promptly see whether It 
is being sufficiently “primed." 

If your battery Is to stand Idle with 
your car out of commission 4>r a 
month or more at a time, take $ out 
of the cur nnd leave it with a service 
station to bo cared for. 

Cause of Dim Lights. 

If your lights are dim or then- are 
any other indications that your bat- 
tery is “run down,” it uiuy be due to 
the fact that you are running tin- car 
too little to keep the battery chlrged 
or the generator may not he charging 
properly, or a wire “short circuited.” 
If you cannot eusily locate the trou- 
ble, go to a service stution and have 
an Inspection made.

FAMOUS OLD LONDON CHURCH 

Aurtin Friars, Dating From the Thir. 
teanth Century, le to Be Pre- 
eerved In Ita Entirety. 

Half a million pounds sterling has 
b»n offered and refused for the 
Dutch Church of Austin Friars In the 
clt? of London. Even In those days, 
wlt»n London “talks money" the sura 
is i large one, and It Is much to the 
crellt of the authorities nnd worship- 
ers that they have refused to let their 
chtrch share the same fate ns Crosby 
hal and other memorials of the past 

7he church has a long and magnifi- 
cent history. It had Its origin In the 
priory of begging friars founded In 
the Thirteenth century by Hninphrey 
Bolun, earl of Hereford and Essex, 
ani godfather of Edward I. It wns 
spaMous, rich In the decorated wln- 
dovs which are one of Its principal 
gloiles todny. At the dissolution of 
the monasteries Henry VIII grauted 
the friars’ house and part of the 
grounds to William Paulet, first mar- 
quis of Winchester and lord high 
treaturer, who made the plnce his 
town residence and used the tran- 
septs nnd chapels as a granary, und 
the choir as a conl-house. Ills son 
sold the monuments, the pavements, 
and the lead from the roof, and used 
the grounds for stabling. But the 
glorious nave, wider thnn that of 
Exeter cathedral, remained, und on 
petition this wns granted by Edward 
VI to the Dutch colony In London. 
The grant was confirmed by Queen 
Elizabeth and In the hands of the 
Dutch the church of Austin Krlars

Fabric Superior to Real Pelt. 

Silk fabric In imitation of sealskin, 
or plush, as it l. 1 * sometimes called, is 
made from the silk fiber of the silk 
worm Itself. Tussur silk Is usuully 
used for this purjxise. Tussur silk 
i is taken from the uncultivated worm 
1 or, in other words, the worm which 
might be characterized as living In 
the wild. It is claimed that textile 
furs, used so extensively In women's 
outer garments or cloaks, ure reully 
more healthful than furs. This Is 
; attributed to the fact that the woven 
back of the imitation fur permits of 
the circulation of air, whereas ani- 
mal furs, the hides of which have 
been tanned and the pores closed, 
prevent its penetration and tend to 
cause perspiration. The danger of 
colds from this cause is said to be 
considerably lessened when fabric fur 
Is used Instead of the real pelt. — Dry 
Goods Economist. 


Record Sugar Crop.

DRIED CORN IS 
MOST SUPERIOR 

Canned Vegetable Can Be Used 
for Wide Variety of Pur* 
poses in Cooking. 

GATHER WHEN IN MILK STAGE 


Any of Sweet Varieties Having dual- 

Itiaa Desirable for Table Uae Will 
Make Good Product — Sun la 
Factor In Drying. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

A vegetable which, when dried, I* 
above criticism even by the most crit- 
ical, Is corn. Other kinds of garden 
products may or may not he liked by 
many people, but tlried corn Is the 
equal if not the superior of canned 
corn and can be used for practically 
aa wide a variety of purposes. The 
following directions for drying It are 
those advised by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Any of the varieties of sweet corn 
having qualities desirable for table use 
will make u good dried product. Corn 
Intended for drying should he path-' 
ered when in the milk stage, before 
glazing nnd hardening have begun and 
when the com Is In nn ideal condition 
for Immediate table use. it should he 
gathered only as It can he prepared 
for drying, as corn deteriorates rap- 
idly. 

Careful Preparation Essential. 

Husk the ears and trim with a 
knife to remove any injuries. The 
silk need not be removed, ns it can 
be readily separated *rom the corn 
after drying. Place thy ears in wire 
baskets or wlre-hottOsD boxes and 
plunge Into boiling wnfcir for eight to 
twelve minutes, or ut^-ll the inilk Is 
set. A little salt may jye added to the 
water If desired. Divide the corn Into 
older and younger lota before blanch- 
ing, as the younger en.js require some- 
what longer cooking than the older 
ones. 

After cooking, remote corn from the 
water, allow It to draji nnd cool suf- 
ficiently to he hnndltv! and cut from 
the cobs with a stro*y;, shnrp knife, 
taking care that non* of the cob is 
removed with the kernels. The glumes 
or the hull nttuchmeLts at the tip of 
the gruins are easily screened out af- 
ter the corn becomes Ary. Spread the 
kernels upon truys to a depth of 1 inch 
If drying is done In a drier, or % to %• 
Inch If the corn is to he dried in the 
■un. Stir the grains thoroughly sev- 
eral times during the drying to break 
op any compnct masses. 

Sun Factor In Drying Com. 

It la practically impossible to bring 
com to a sufficient decree of dryness 
by the unaided heat of the sun. If 
corn is dtied in the sun It should be 
finished by pouring into bread pans, 
placing in the oven of the stove, and 
warming to 106 to 165 degrees Fahren- 
heit for two hours. Whether the dry- 
ing Is done In the sun, in a cook-stove 
drier, or In a commercial drier, it 
should be continued until the grains 
•re hard, semitransparent, und will 
break with clean, glnss-like fractures 
if £rysUgd, 

Before storing free the corn of silks, 
glumes, and bits of cob. This may he 
done by pouring the corn from one 
vessel to nnother in a strong draft.

One Very Satisfactory Way of Drying 
Fruits and Vegetables at Home. 

When the corn is dry, store in closely 
woven muslin hugs or heavy pai>er 
bags. Tie tightly at the neck and 
place within u larger bug. which also 
should be tightly tied. 

Do not allow the drying process to 
stop from the time it is started until 
the corn Is fairly dry. Corn is a prod- 
uct which contains considerable sugar 
and protein, nnd If the drying process 
Is allowed to stop bacteria are apt to 
develop and souring take place. Pro- 
tect it from insects. If sun drying is 
Interrupted by cloudy weather or 
showers, remove coni to the stove and 
continue drying or the product may 
spoil. 

GOOD CARD-TABLE COVERS

water. Fluid extract of grlndelln, di- 
luted with four to eight parts of water, 
I* often used. 

Solutions of this kind may be ap- 
plied with light bandages or clean 
cloths, which should be kept moist, nnd 
should be changed nnd discarded fre- 
quently to avoid Infection. During 
the night, or when moist applications 
cannot be used, the poisoned surfaces 
should be carefully cleaned nnd dried 
and left exposed to the air rather than 
tightly bandifeed. In the later stage, 
After the toxic mnterlnl lias exhausted 
itself, zinc-oxld ointment and similar 
mild antlsep:ic and ustringent appli- 
cations hasttn healing. 

These are a few of the helpful hints 
concerning Ivy poisoning contained in 
Farmers' Bulletin 1106, which tells also 
how to distinguish between poison Ivy 
und poison sumac. The bulletin Is II- 
lustaatfd with pictures of the two 
plants, which are often confused. 

TO SWEETEN RANCID BUTTER 

Melt and Skim It and Add Piece of 
Tout Free From Burn — Offen- 
sive Taste Removed. 

To ftveeten rancid butter melt the 
butter and skim It. Then put into 
It a jlece of toast free from burn. 
In a fiw minutes It will lose its of- 
fensive taste and smell, which the 
toast has absorbed.

or, like Bryant, have sung how 

The British soldier trembles 
When Marlon's name Is told, 

will he the hards of ancient American 
history — a history ever to be cherished 
but no longer to till the foreground 
in the nutlonal annuls. Even Gettys- 
burg and Chlckamuuga recede, and 
the bloody shirt, hurled deeper than 
«ver plummet sounded, seem forever 
incapable of another languid flap. New 
triumphs and new ideals fill the minds 
of tiie people who have, in purt at 
least, realized the aspiration of the 
patriot who declared : 

Our banner still defiance flings 
To seeplered power and may not rest until

On other days of the year 
we may be party men, indulging in 
controversies more or less lmjMjrtant , 
to the public good; we uiuy have likes 
and dislikes, and we may maintain our 
political differences often with warm 
and sometimes with angry feelings. 
But today we are Americans all in all, 
nothing but Americans. • • • Ev- 

ery man's heart swells within him — 
every man's port and bearing become 
somewhat more proud and lofty 8S be 
remembers that seventy-five years have 
rolled away and that the great Inherl- ' 
lance of liberty Is stiU ids — bis uu- 
dimlnished and unimpaired. Ids in all 
its original glory, his to enjoy, his 
to protect, and his to transmit to 
future genera ti'>na." 

With Webster's rival orator, from 


his own state, Edward Everett, they 
can npostropldze the llag: 

“All hail to our glorious ensign! 
Courage to the heart and strength to 
the hand, to which In all time it shall 
he Intrusted! May it ever wave in 
iionor, in unsullied glory and patriotic 
hope on the dome of the capitol, on 
the country’s stronghold, on the en- 
tented iduin, on the wave-rocked top- 
mast ! Wherever on the earth’s sur- 
face the eye of the American shall 
behold it, may lie have reason to bless 
It ! On whatever spot it is planted, 
there may freedom have a foothold, 
humanity a brave champion and reli- 
gion an altar! Though stained with 
blood in a righteous cause, mny It nev- 
er In nny cause be stained with shame! 

“Alike when its gorgeous folds shall 
wanton in lnzy holiday triumphs on_ 
the summer breeze and its tattered 
fragments be dimly seen through the 
clouds of war mny It be the Joy and 
pride of the American heart ! First 
raised in the cause of right nnd liber- 
ty, in that cause aJone may it fp^ever 
spread out Its streaming blazonry to 
the battle nnd fhe storm ! Having 
been home victoriously across the con- 
tinent and on every sen, mny virtue 
and freedom nnd peace forever follow 
where it lends the way!" 

With Henry Ward Beecher at a 
later date, they can stand beside the 
graves of their dead nnd take com- 
fort from the truths that nti enlarged 
vision brings within their grusp: 

“Oh, tell me not that they are dead 
— that generous, that airy urmy of 
Invisible heroes. They hover ns a 
cloud of witnesses above this nation. 
Are they dead that yet speak louder 
than we can speak, and a more uni- 
versal language?

Are they dead that yet 
move ui>on society and inspire the 
people with nobler motives nnu more 
heroic patriotism? Ye that mourn, let 
gladness mingle with your tears.

He made your household 
bright; now his example Inspires a 
thousand households.

T HE Declaration of 
Independence! The 
interest which in 
that paper has survived 
the occasion upon which 
it was issued, the interest 
which is of every age and 
every clime, the interest 
which quickens with the 
lapse of years, spreads 
as it grows old, and 
brightens as it recedes, 
is in the principles which 
it proclaims. It was the 
first solemn declaration 
by a nation of the on- 
ly legitimate foundation of 
civil government. It was 
the corner-stone of a new 
fabric, destined to cov» r 
the surface of the globe, t 
demolished at a stroke th : 
lawfulness of all govern- 
ments founded upon con- 
quest. It swept away al 
the rubbish of accumulat- 
ed centuries of servitude. 
It announced in practical 
form to the world the tram 
scendent truth of the in* 
alienable sovereignty of 
the people. It proved that 
the social compact was no 
figment of the imagine, 
tion, but a real, solid, and 
sacred bond of the social 
union. — J ohn Quincy 
Adams.

In words which 
he used lu a centenniul oration c4tn- 
memorullve of the assembling of tiie 
first Continental congress lu Carpm- 
ter’s hull : 

“'The American Union lias endured 
a hundred years! Here on the thres- 
hold of the future the voice of Immun- 
ity shall uot plead to us in vain. Thtre 
bind I be darkness in the days to cone 
— danger for eur courage, temptation 
for our virtue, doubt for our faith, 
suffering for our fortitude. A thou- 
sand shall full before us, und tens of 
thousands ut our right hand. The 
years shall pass beneath our feet and 
century follow century in quick suc- 
cession. The generations of men shall 
come and go; the greatness of yester- 
day shall be forgotten today, and the 
glories of this noon shall vanish be- 
fore tomorrow's sun; yet America 
shall not perish but endure while the 
spirit of our fathers animates their 
sons."— Philadelphia Ledger. 


REVOLUTIONARY LANDMARKS 



Upper— Where the first man died In the Revolution. Wounded In the fhrht on LexInRton Common, Jonathan Harrlnpton 
orawled to the doorstep of his home and fell dead In the entrance Just as his wife opened the door. The Harrington house, 
which has been carefully preserved, is at liexlngton, Mass. 

Deft— Historic old-fashioned home of Paul Revere, from which the patriot started on Ills midnight ride to warn the peo- 
ple of Roston of the arrival of the British soldiers. The old house, situated In the North Knd, Boston, Is visited frequently 
by tourists.

How Great 
Struggle 

Was WonS 


In 1765 tiie passing of an act of 
parliament for collecting n colonial 
revenue by stamps caused general in- 
dlgnntlon nnd led to riots. Tiie first 
Colonial congress, consisting of 28 
delegates representing nine colonies, 
made a statement of grievances nnd 
a declaration of rights. The stamps 
were destroyed or shipped hack to 
England. In 1706 the stamp act was 
repealed, to the great Joy of the col- 
onists; but the principle of colonial 
taxation was not abandoned and In 
1767 duties were levied on glass, pa- 
pers, printers’ colors nnd tea. TUb 
renewed attempt produced in 1708 
riots in Boston and Gov. Gage was 
furnished with a military force of 700 
to preserve order nnd enforce the laws. 
In 1773 the duties were repealed ex- 
cepting a 3 pence a pound on tea. It 
was now a question of principle, nnd 
from north to south it was determined 
that this tax should not be puid. Some 
enrgoes were stored In damp ware- 
houses and spoiled ; some sent back ; 
in Boston a mob disguised us Indians 
threw It Into the harbor. 

Britain Sends More Troops. 

It was now determined to enforce 
ihe government of the crown und par- 
liament over the colonies; nnd u fleet 
containing several ships of the line 
and 10,000 troops was sent to America ; 
while the colonists, still asserting their 
loyalty nnd with little or no thought 
of separation from tiie mother coun- 
try, prepared to resist what they con- 
sidered tiie unconstitutional assump- 
tions of the government. Volunteers 
were drilling In every direction and 
depots of provisions and military 
stores were being guthered. A small 
force being sent from Boston to seize 
one of these depots at Concord, Mass., 
led to what is called the Hattie of 
Lexington, and the beginning of tiie 
Revolutionary war, April 19, 1775. The 
British troops were attacked on their 
return by the provincials nnd com- 
pelled to heat a hasty retreut. A 
congress of tiie colonies assembled at 
Philadelphia, which resolved to raise 
und equip an army of 20,000 men, and 
appointed George Washington coin- 
mander-iu-ohlef. On June 17 Breed’s 
hill in Charleston, near Boston, where 
1,500 Americans had hastily Intrenched 
themselves, was tuken by assault by 
tiie British troops, hut with so heavy 
a loss (1,054 men) that tiie defeat hud 
for the provincials the moral effect of 
a victory. After a winter of great 
privations, tiie British were comiielled 
to evacuate Boston, carrying awuy lu 
their fleet 1,500 loyal families. 


Tiie British government now put 
forth a strong effort to reduce tin* 
colonies to submission. An army of 
55.000, including 17,000 German mer- 
cenaries (“llesslnns"), wns sent under 
command of Sir William Howe to put 
down this "wicked rebellion.” The thir- 
teen colonies adopted constitutions ns 
Independent nnd sovereign states. On 
June 7, 1770, Richard Ilenry Lee of 
Virginia offered a resolution In con- 
gress declaring that “the united col- 
onies nre, and ought to be, free nnd 
independent states; that they nre ab- 
solved from nil allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown; nnd that nil political con- 
nection between them and tiie state 
of Great Britain is, and ought to be, 
dissolved." 

Birth of Declaration. 

This resolution, after an earnest 
debate, wns adopted by the votes of 
the delegates of nine out of the thir- 
teen colonies. A committee consisting 
of Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin, Roger Sherman 
and Robert R. Livingston was in- 
structed to prepare a declaration in 
accordance with the above resolution; 
nnd tiie celebrated Declaration of In- 
dependence, written by Mr. Jefferson, 
based upon the equality of all men 
nnd the universal right of self-govern- 
ment, nnd asserting that "nil govern- 
ment derives its Just powers from tiie 
consent of the governed," on July 4, 
1776, received tiie assent of the dele- 
gates of tiie colonies, which thus dis- 
solved their allegiance to tiie British 
crown and declared themselves free 
and independent states. 

Dark Days for Patriots. 

After tiie evacuation of Boston by 
the British, Gen. Washington, with 
the remains of ids army, thinned by 
the hardships of winter, hastened to 
New York. On July 2 Gen. Howe — 
being Joined by Ids brother, Admiral 
Lord Howe, and Sir Henry Clinton — 
found himself at the head of 35,000 
men ; defeated tiie Americans on Long 
Island Aug. 27, 1770, compelled the 
evucuatlon of New York und secured 
possession of its spacious liurhur und 
the Hudson river. 

On Christmas night Gen. Washing- 
ton liy crossing lu boats among flout- 
ing ice made a successful uiglit attack 
upon a Hessian force at Trenton and 
guve new courage to tiie despulring 
Americans, who recruited tiie army 
and hurussed the enemy with a win- 
ter cumpnlgn. 

In the meantime Silas Deane and 
Benjamin Franklin had been sent to 
France to solicit recognition and aid. 
Tiie recognition was delayed, hut lui- 
IHjrtunt uld was* privately given lu 
money and supplies, and European 
volunteers — tiie Marquis de Lafayette, 
Baron Steuben, Baron de Jvulb, Kos- 
klusco and Pulaski — rendered the most 
important services. 

While Washington was contending 
unsuccessfully against disciplined and 
overwhelming forces In New Jersey. 
Gen. Iiurgoyne was leading un urmy 
of 7,000 British and German troops — 
with a large force of Cunudiuns und 


Indians — from Canada Into northern 
New York to form a Junction with tiie 
British on tiie Hudson and separate 
New England from the rest of the 
confederacy. After two sharp actions 
at Stillwater and Saratoga, with hut 
three days’ rations left he was com- 
pelled to cnpltuinte on Oct. 17; and 
England, in the midst of victories, 
litjprd with disniny of the loss of an 
entire army. Tiie Americans gajned 
5,000 muskets and a lurge train of 
artillery. 

France recognized Atnerlenn Inde- 
pendence nnd sent a large fleet und 
supplies of clothing, arms und muni- 
tions of war to their aid; and Gen. 
Clinton, who had superseded Gen. 
Howe, finding Ids supplies at Phila- 
delphia threatened, retreated to New 
York, defeating tiie Americans ut Mon- 
mouth, N. ,T. 

Patriots' Hands Strengthened. 

Spain and then Holland joined In 
the war against England and aided 
the Americans. But tiie king and par- 
liament were determined to mnlntuln 
the honor of the crown nnd the In- 
tegrity of the empire. In 1780, 85,000 
seamen und 35,000 additional troops 
were sent to America, and a strong 
effort was made to subjugate tiie Cnro- 
llims, where the war assumed a bitter 
partisan character and was conducted 
with spirit by Sumpter, Marion and 
oilier southern chieftains. Lord Corn- 
wallis with a large army marched 
from Charleston through North Caro- 
lina pursuing nnd sometimes defeating 
the Amerlcun general Gates. Worn 
out with his success lie arrived In Vir- 
ginia where he was confronted by the 
Marquis de Lafayette. In tiie mean- 
time Admiral de Varney hud arrived 
upon tiie coast with a powerful French 
fleet, and 6,000 soldiers, tiie elite of 
tiie French array, under Count d* 
Rochumbeau, while Washington hur- 
ried from New York. Cornwallis was 
obliged to fortify hltnself In Yorktown, 
blockaded by the fleet of Count de 
Grasse, and besieged by the ullled 
urmy of Americans and French, waited 
for Sir Henry Clinton to send him 
relief from New York. October 19, 
1781, he wus compelled to surrender 
his army of 7,000 men — an event which 
produced such u change of feeling In 
Euglund v us to cuuse the resignation 
of the ministry nnd the dlsputcb of 
Gen. Kir Guy Carletou to New York 
with offers of terms of (leuce. Tiie 
preliminaries were signed at Paris 
Nov. 80, 1782, and on Sept. 8 , 1783 , 
England concluded peuce with France, 
Holland and America. The Independ- 
ence of each of tiie several stutes was 
acknowledged, with a liberal settle- 
ment of territorial boundaries. In 
April, 1788, a cessation of hostilities 
had been proclaimed uud tiie Ameri* 
cun army disbanded. New York, 
which had been held by the British 
through tiie whole war, wus evueuuted 
Nov. 25; on Dec. 4 Gen. Washington 
took leave of ills companies In urms 
uud on Dec. 23 resigned into the hands 
of congress his commission us com. 
mundcr in-chief.

He 
Jolts ’em to center-right often, how- 
ever. Ruth Is a freer hitter than 
Kelly, In the sense that he will hit all 
kinds, high, low, slow, fast curves 
oftener thnn Kelly.

New Tariff Measure, Restoring 
High Protection, Is Ready 
for Congress. 

LONG DEBATE IS EXPECTED 


President and Dawei Begin Work of 
Reducing Expenses — House Accept! 

Borah Naval Holiday Amendment 
— De Valera Declines Lloyd 
George's Invitation to 
Conference. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

After four months of htird labor^the 
ways and means committee of the 
house has completed the new perma- 
nent tariff bill. It will be formally 
reported to the house prohnbly be- 
fore the end of the current week. 
Then will begin a debate thnt will 
seem like the good old times, for the 
measure drastically revises the tariff 
law under which we have been operat- 
ing for eight yenrs and restores the 
principle of high protection for Amer- 
ican industry. Members of the com- 
mittee estimate it will bring In a rev- 
enue ns high ns $700,000,000 a year 
— more than twice the amount pro- ' 
duced by the I’nyne-Aldrich law. 

Of lnte yenrs many Democrats have 
changed their attitude toward the tar- 
iff to n considerable extent, admitting 
the truth of Hnncock’s dictum that 
It 1 b a locnl issue and favoring real 
protection for the industries of cer- 
tain parts of the country. But few 
If any of the minority members of 
the house can be expected to swallow 
whole this new bill without going on 
record ns upholding In general the 
traditional policy of their party — a 
tariff for revenue only. A long debate, 
therefore, mny be expected. 

There are some Republicans, also, 
who are opposed to certain features 
of the measure and the closing eve- 
nings of the week were given up to 
caucuses of the ltepubllcnns to com- 
pose their differences. In several re- 
sects the committee yielded at the 
last. For Instance, It Is left to the 
discretion of the President to impose 
the duty on lumber pluned on one 
or more sides and tongued and grooved 
equal to the 25 per cent ad valorem 
Canadian duty. The committee also 
gave In to the demand of the smaller 
oil producers and put a duty of 35 
cents per barA'I on crude jietroleum 
and 25 cents per barrel on fuel oil. 

Among the more important general 
features of the measure are the follow- 
ing : 

American valuation of imports Is 
provided for, the century old system 
of foreign valuation being abandoned. 

Broad powers are given the Presi- 
dent to make reeiprocal turiff relations 
with other countries. 

Duties much higher than In the for- 
mer Payne-Aldrich tariff law are im- 
posed upon chemicals and products of 
other Industries established during the 
war which are considered essential 
from a standpoint of national defense. 

Far-reaching powers are given to 
the tariff commission in restricting 
Imports of dyes for a three-year pe- 
ril <1. 

Duties on automobiles are reduced. 
In compliance with the request of the 
manufacturers, who advanced the ar- 
gument that such action would cause 
uther nations to remove high duties 
an American cars. 

Protection ou agricultural products 
about equal to thHt of the Payne-Al- 
Jrlcb law is given, rates in several 
instances being less than in the euier- 
|cucy tariff law now in effect. 

Duties on wool are ou an entirely 
different basis from former laws, and 
.t is a mutter of controversy whether 
;he basic rate Is higher or lower than ' 
in the Payne-Aldrich law. 

Among the commodities ou the free 
1st are: Agricultural implements, 
animals Imported for breeding pur- 
poses. antimony ore. autltoxins and 
vaccines, bread, ihromite, coal, cobalt, 
Joooe coffee, copi-er ore, cotton, cork 
dark. Iron ore, leather, shoes, hides, 


wood pulp, platinum, radium, silk 
cocoons, news print paper, tapioca and 
tapioca flour, tea, tin ore, works of 

urt, and most kinds of lumber. 

. 

Despite the fact that the new tariff 
will produce a huge revenue, the need 
of reducing government expenditures 
Is ns pressing ns ever, and President 
Harding and Director of the Budget 
Dawes seem determined to bring about 
that result. They met Inst week with 
the cabinet and the heads of all the 
bureaus — the first meeting of the kind 
ever held — and had u heart to henrt 
talk on tneHtis to meet the emergency. 
Mr. Harding quickly gave the lloor 
to Mr. Dawes and tliut vigorous Chi- 
cagoan told the gathering in plnin 
language what he planned to do and. 
what the others must do to help him. 
Then lie added: 

“The permanent success of the bud- 
get system depends upon certnln basic 
principles, which at its Inception must 
he so firmly established both as to 
concept and rules of action, thnt they 
never hereafter will he questioned. 

"The budget bureau must he Im- 
partial, Impersonal, and nonpolitical.” 

In concluding, he ordered the bureau 
chiefs to their feet and, holding up his 
hand, recited the following pledge, ad- 
dressed to the President: 

“These men, of whom I am one, 
realize the perplexity of your position, 
reullze that the business of the coun- 
try Is prostrate, that Its working men 
are out of employment, that we are 
faced with Inexorable necessity of re- 
ducing expenditures, and we propose, 
just ns we did four years ago to win 
the war, to try to do It. And that's all 
we can do." 

President Harding, anxious to have 
the controversy over , the "naval holi- 
day" plan ended, wrote to Congress- 
man Mondell a letter saying thnt he 
was “vastly more concerned with the 
attitude of the congress on this ques- 
tion than I am as to the form of ex- 
pressing that attitude.” When this let- 
ter was read to the house, Mr. Mondell 
and all the others who had wanted 
the disarmament proposal to include 
land forces gave In and agreed 
to accept the Borah amendment 
to the naval appropriation bill. 
That Is, all hut four gave In. 
The only negative votes were 
cast by Representatives Moore, Indi- 
ana, Republican ; and Campbell, Penn- 
sylvania ; Carew, New York, and O’- 
Brlen, New Jersey, all Democrats. 
Representative Linberger, California, 
Republican, voted present. 

Republican members of the house 
and senate conference committee on 
the resolution to declare the stnte 
of war with Germany ended reached 
a compromise carrying the house dec- 
laration of a stnte of peace instead 
of the senate repeal of the war reso- 
lution, und tiie senate provisions pro- 
tecting American interests, with an 
additional section giving still further 
protection to the United States. Sim- 
ilur sections end the state of war with 
Austria-Hungary. So that squabble 
Is settled. 

Notwithstanding the Impassioned 
protests of many congressmen and the 
earnest arguments of many physicians, 
the house lust week passed the so- 
called Wlllls-Cnmpbell hill designed to 
forestall the execution of a regulation 
providing for the prescription of beer 
und light ylnes as medicine held by 
former Attorney General Palmer to 
tie within the law. The vote was 250 
to 03. The measure is now In the 
hands of the senate, and Senutor 
Broussard of Ixiuisluna already has 
delivered a red-hot speech against It. 

Of the appointment of former Pres- 
ident Taft to be chief Justice of the 
Supreme court of the United States 
there Is little to be said that lias not 
alreudy been said la anticipation. Mr. 
Taft’s fitness for the high position is 
unquestioned and the selection will 
meet with practically ununiuious ap- 
proval. 

The railway labor board Issued two 
orders of Importance last week. The 
first extended to all big railways the 
wage cut which went Into effect on 
July 1. The second abolished time- i 
and a-half pay for all work over an 
eight-hour day, and. with the exception 
of this change, extended indefinitely 
the operation of the national agree- 


ments which were to have terminated 
last Friday. The overtime order Is 
not final, however. It wits hoped that 
the railroads and employees would 
soon reach agreements relating to 1 
rules and working conditions. Rail 
union lenders to the number of more 
than a thousand met In Chicago to 
decide whether the employees should 
accept the wage cut and to try to 
avert a tie-up in the country’s trans- 
portation facilities. 

In the Chicago district it nppenred 
the efforts of Judge Landis as arbi- 
trator would result in the ending of 
the controversy that has tied up all 
building operations for n long time. 
The carpenters were the lust to yield. 

There was rejoicing In Englnnd at 
the news that the great strike of Rrit- 
ish coal miners had been ended and 
that the men would return to the 
pits on July 4. The government 
grants a subsidy of ten million pounds 
to avert the hardships of the next 
three months due to wage reductions. 
By the terms of the settlement a new 
wage basis will come Into effect for 
the next eighteen months whereby the 
miners receive 20 per cent above the 
pre-war scale of wages, with an ad- 
ditional share of profits, which will 
he regulated by the creation of a na- 
tional board and district hoards. The 
strike thus ended lusted 04 days und 
Is considered the most injurious Eng- 
land ever suffered, because It crippled 
so muny industries und uffected ull 
classes of the population. 

Lloyd George’s effort to nrrlve at a 
friendly solution of the Irish trouble 
by inviting De Valera and an associ- 
ate to confer in Loudon with him and 
with Sir James Craig, premier of Ul- 
ster, apitears to have failed as have 
all other attempts to settle the row. 
Craig agreed to the conference, hut De 
Valera has balked. At first the Irish 
“president” wrote to Lloyd George a 
temporizing letter, and Invited Crulg 
to meet him in Dublin for un exchange 
of views. Craig declined, und De 
Valera wrote him: “Mr. Lloyd 

George’s proposal, because of Its im- 
plications, is Impossible of acceptance 
in its present form. Irish political 
differences should be adjusted and 
cun, I believe, be adjusted on Irish 
soil. It 16 obvious that In negotiating 
peuce with Great Britain the Irish del- 
egation ought not to be divided, but 
should net us a unit on some common 
principle." ' 

A London newspaper says the au- 
thorities have discovered and frus- 
trated a plot to murder the British 
cabinet ministers. It says the police 
are seeking three men sent to Lon- 
don to do the uSsusKlnutiug. They 
ure a French medical student, an Irish- 
man from the western part of the 
United States and a Spaniard. The 
same paper declares the forces of the 
Royal Irish constabulary are to he 
quadrupled at once. 


Ruther unexpectedly, King Constan- 
tine refused to defer his projected 
offensive against the Turkish Nation- 
alists and permit the ullies to try to 
mediute. It was believed he knew 
the Turks were getting ready to ut- 
tuck with Bolshevist aid and deter- 
mined to strike first. The British ex- 
erted extreme pressure on the Greeks, 
and up to the time of writing the only 
lighting has been u ruther bloody con- 
flict while tlie Greeks were withdraw- 
ing from Isrnid. Thursday's news dis- 
patches indicated thut Constantine bud 
good grounds for his apprehension. 
The allied troops in Constantinople 
were culled into action to forestall u 
vast uprising planned by the Turks 
und the Bolsheviki, which wus to be 
accompanied by the destruction of pub- 
lic buildings. The Bolshevik head- 
quarters were raided, quantities of j 
weapons seized and several ringlead- 1 
ers arrested. 

In tlie death roll of the week ap- 
pear two notable names. Charles J. 
Bonaparte, eminent citizen of Balti- j 
more and cabinet member during the 
Roosevelt administration, died at his 
country home. He wus a grandnephew 
of the great Napoleon. Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill, who was Jennie 
Jerome of New York, jessed away 
as the result of injuries received last 
May. Probably no tuber American 
woman has bad so great an lnfiuence 
on British public affairs. £Le was 
famous as a writer and a win

Device Shewn In Illustration la Prac- 
tical and Convenient In All Cases 
Where Double Doors Have 
Been Installed. 

TTie usual style of latch for garage 
and other double doors that are ex- 
posed on one side to the weather, al- 
lows the doors to warp, which makes 
them difficult to fasten. To avoid 
this, the fastener shown In the sketch 
was devised. The device consists of 
a 10-Inch long, 2-lnch wide, and 44- 
Inch thick steel lever working on a 
pivot on one door, a washer being 
placed between the door and the lover. 
At 4 Inch on the right and left-hand 
sides of the pivot, holes are bored. 
Two U-shnped pieces are then made 
out of tint Iron bnrs that are of suffi- 
cient size to slide easily along the bar. 

Bar Holds Plungers. 

Two 1-Inch round bars are ctit to 
such a length that they will project 
1V4 Inches over the top of one door

and the bottom of the other. One 
end of encli bar Is then welded to the 
center of each U-shnped piece, a hole 
being bored nt a right angle to the 
side of the piece nnd through the legs. 
A rivet Is then Inserted through the 
hole In the round bar nnd legs of the 
U section. The rivet should be of suf- 
ficient tightness to allow the hnr to 
move freely up nnd down. Mnke a 
guide out of a piece of a rectangular 
Iron bar, part of which should be 
twisted while hot nt a right nngle. 
A hole of sufficient size to slip over 
the top of the plunger Is bored in one 
end, and screw hole* put through the 
opposite end. This hnr holds the plun- 
ger In a vertical position. 

Prevent Wear on Holes. 

To prevent wenr on the holes la 
the enslng and sill, it Is best to have 
a short, fiat bar of steel with a hole 
bored In Its center nnd also screw 
holes near Its ends, screwed to the 
top casing and slil of the door. /’ 
guide Is also to be made for the hot 
torn plunger. Both the top nnd bottom; 
plunger rods should he tapered slight 
ly nt their ends, so that they will eas- 
ily enter the holes bored In the casing 
and sill. When the handle of the 
lever Is In a horizontal position the 
plunger rods are level with the top 
and bottom of the doors. 

A rabbet nailed to the outlsde of 
one door and extending over the Joint, 
makes a storm-proof Joint. For en- 
tering the building, it Is custoinury to 
have a .small door mude in the large 
door opposite the mie carrying the 
lever. — W. S. Stundli'urd In l’opular 
Science Mouthly. 


Inspection Should Be Made at Least 
Every Month From Pedal to Drum, 
Particularly Parta Difficult 
to Get At 

The brakes of an automobile are 
designed for efficiency nnd long life 
if given proper attention, but because 
It Is inconvenient to clean and Inspect 
and lubricate them, the majority of 
auto owners utterly neglect thorn. 

Every month or two there should 
be an inspection of the brakes from 
pedal to drum, particularly the parts 
that are out of sight under the car 
and difficult to get at, according to 
H. Clifford Broknw, of West side Y. 
M. O. A. auto schools, New Tork city. 

They should be cleaned of inud and 
gummed grease with kerosene, oil 
holes should he opened up thoroughly 
nnd every pnrt Inspected for wenr. 
Small parts which are worn mny be 
replaced for a few cents nnd this 
mny prevent a serious accident caused 
by the brakes giving away nt a crit- 
ical time. The brake linkage should 
be lubricated In nccordnnce with the 
lubrication chart of the car with per- 
sistent regularity. Brakes will work 
easier, and give better service If they 
are taken care of. Likewise they 
should he kept adjusted so that they 
work with equal force upon each 
wheel. Uneven adjustment produces 
undue wear on tires and Is a frequent 
enuse of skidding. The adjustment Is 
so simple there Is no excuse for neg- 
lecting this. 

CRANK CAUGHT ON BACKFIRE 

Hook So Arranged That It Will Not 
Interfere With “Spinning" of 
Auto Engine. 

That little hook turns the trick. If 
the engine bnckllres when you are 
cranking It. It can fly back only so far 
as the hook, when the hook catches 
and holds It, thus preventing It from 
flying on nround nnd hitting you on

the hack of the forearm and breaking 
it — an experience all too many men 
have had. The hook is so made aad 
hung that It will not interfere with 
the “spinning" of the engine In erunk- 
ing It, but at the same time will catch 
the crank on a backfire and keep It 
from turning a full revolution. 

PLAN FOR LAPPING PISTONS 

Of -Many Substances Used in Opera- 
tion Rotten Stone Has Been Found 
Most Satisfactory. 

Many substances are used In the 
operation of lapping pistons. Among 
them ure flue emery dust, ground glass 
and rotten stone, of which the latter 
gives best results. When the glass Is 
used there Is ulways a possibility that 
some particles of it will become Im- 
bedded In piston or cylinder metal. 
Racing drivers' use rotten stone, mixing 
a lit tie cylinder oil with It to form 
a thin paste. In lapping the piston 
It should he given both a reclprocutlng 
aud oscillating motion.

Thus tin* motorist circles from the Irrigated pluius 
through the fpothilis to the wilderness cloud- 
lutids where grow the Alpine flowers beside the 
everlasting snow and buck to the plains, crossing 
the Continental Divide twice and enjoying the 
peaks, lakes, streams und forests of both slopes. 
Globe-t rotters declare that tills Denver circle 
route is u world-beater. Some day Mount Evans 
(14.200), with its nmgnlflcent scenic environment, 
will be udded to the Hocky Mountain National 
park and an automobile ruud built to its summit. 

The Fall liiver road Is the crowning touch of 
this scenic circle. Its route Is shown In white 
across the black of Rocky Mountain. Ttw num- 
erals murk: 1. Roof of the World; 2, Milner Pass;

MAKE WHIPS AND 
CUSTARD DISHES 

Eggs Form Basis of Many De- 
licious Desserts During Early 
Spring and Summer. 

SOME SIMPLE RECIPES SVEN 


Thrifty Housewives Taka Advantage 
of Plentiful Supply of Eggs to 
Convert Them Into Nutritious 
Concoctions. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment cf Agriculture.) 

In early spring and summer, when 
eggs are plentiful and cheap, the 
thrifty among the housekeepers utilize 
plenty of them for desserts. When 
this Is done the rest of the meal does 
not need to be quite so "henrty.” 

The following recipes nre recom- 
mended by food specialists of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture: 
8oft Custard. 

1 cup milk 2 tablespoons augur 

14 teaspoon vanilla 1-16 teaspoon aa!t 
1 egg 

Ueat the milk In a double boiler. 
Mix the eggs ln a bowl with the sugar 
and salt. Add hot milk slowly, stirring, 
and return mixture to the double boiler. 
Cook until custurd will coat n silver 
spoon. Strain and serve. If the cus- 
tard curdles set the pan Into cold wn- 
ter and bent the custard until smooth. 
8teamed or Baked Custard. 

1 pint milk 14 cup sugar 

2 eggs 14 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon nutmeg 

or cinnamon 

Mix eggs as for soft custard. Strain 
Into custard cups and stenm until firm 
over hot water, which Is boiling gently. 
To bake, strain the custard Into cups 
and place ln n pan of warm water. 
Bake in a moderate oven until the cus- 
tard Is firm. To test a steamed or 


should ho beaten light and two table- 
spoons powdered sugar added for th# 
meringue. When the custard Is cool 
It may be poured Into snuce dishes and 
the meringue dropped ln large spoon- 
fuls Into It. 

Custard Pudding. 

H cup pearl tapioca H cup sugar 
or He* I cups milk 

* «gg» (yolKs) | egg* (whites) 

14" teaspoon vanilla 14 teaspoon salt 
Soak the tnploca In enough cold wa- 
ter to cover it until It absorbs the 
water. Add the milk and cook In a 
double boiler until the tnploca la soft 
and transparent. Combine the yolks 
of eggs with sugar nnd salt and add 
to the mixture In the double boiler. 
Cook until it thickens. Add stiffly 
benten whites nnd flavoring, nnd when 
cold serve. Rice must be cooked ln 
boiling water untfi soft. 

Apple Whip. 

2 cups apple sauce Cream for serving 
S eggs (whites) 

Cook six or eight medium-sized tart 
apples until soft In Just enough water 
to keep them from burning. Add sirup 
to sweeten sufficiently nnd one-eighth 
tenspoonful grated nutmeg. Cool. 
Press the npple snuce through a 
strainer nnd add to It the stiffly benten 
whites of eggs. Beut until light and 
foamy. Bile onto saucers nnd serve 
with fresh cream or a custard sauce 
made of the egg yolks. This snuce may 
be prepared by the snme method as for 
soft custard, omitting the whites of 
eggs. Canned fruit, such ns peaches, 
figs, cherries or guava, may be substi- 
tuted ln the same proportion for the 
apples.

In Which Juice Can Be Used, as 
Well as in Number of Saucee 
for Fish and Meat 

In the olden times sailors who took 
long trips and ate no fresh vegetables 
and fruits for weeks or months were 
1 likely to fall victims to scurvy. Finally 
a cure or a partial cure for It was 
: found In lemon juice. 

Of late years scientists hnve been 
making a study of scurvy, Its cause 
and Its cure and of the conditions 
that make the body proof against this 
disease. They have discovered a sub- 
stance colled vltamine C, which seems 
to prevent and even to cure this dis- 
ease. It is found ln many foods, 
among them tomatoes and such cit- 
rus fruits as oranges, grapefruit and 
! lemons. 

| Lemons, therefore, have a new Im- 
portance ln the diet, according to food 
I specialists ln the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, office of 
I home economics. They are no longer 
to be valued simply for their flavor, 
! but also as a source of one of these 
necessary substances. 

Lemons can be prepared ln all sorts 
of ways In the preparation of meals. 
There Is a long list of beverages and 
desserts In which lemon Juice Is used, 
as well as a number of delicious 
sauces that expert cooks have Invent- 
ed to serve on fish and meat Many 
of these sauces the busy housekeeper 
his no time to make, but she can cut 
a lemon In two and put It on the table 
to serve with fish, oysters, or meat 
S)me people think that a little lemon 
Juice adds Just the zest needed to 
make eggs on toast a tasteful dish. 
I.vnan juice Is also good on spinach 
ard other green vegetables, on many 
khds of salads, and also as flavoring 
(or pudding sauces and cakes.

A well known designer In Paris, who 
was at one time a premiere In one 
of the big dressmaking shops, hns es- 
tablished herself as an authoritative 
creator of the best and most artistic 
In this type of sweater blouse.

DISARMAMENT, IT IS BELIEVED 

IN WASHINGTON, MUST BE 
BY AGREEMENT OF ALL. 

AMERICA’S ‘FEELERS’ ARE OUT 

Replies to Secretary Hughes’ Informal 

Inquiries Eagerly Awaited— Mean 

while Man Is Buelly Devising New 

Weapons of Warfare. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington. — It Is apparent that 
the administration believes disarm- 
ament depends upon “the other fellow." 
Judging from the temper of congress, 
aud from the editorial expressions of 
the newspapers of the country, there 
Is a fixed belief that disarmament und 
agreement must be companions; In 
other words, that the nations together 
must disarm If great navies nnd groat 
armies uro to be cast away. 

It Is believed In Washington that 
as soon as the Bornh resolution call- 
ing for n naval disarmament confer- 
ence between the United Suites, Grent 
Britain and Japan was Introduced, 
the President called on the state de- 
partment to feel out not only Grent 
Britain und Japan on the subject, but 
other grent nations as well. It Is 
probable that before long Secretary 
of State Hughes will have something 
definite to report to the President on 
the matter. 

There is recognition In official cir- 
cles In Washington of the fact that 
the Uulted States Is divided into two 
entups on the subject of disarmament; 
one of them, the larger camp, being 
that of whut the officials call the ra- 
tionals, and the other, the smaller hut 
still powerful camp, of what they call 
the irrationals. The rutlonnls, ac- 
cording to the Washington viewpoint, 
nre those who want disarmament to 
come by agreement among the nations 
of the world. The so-called Irration- 
als nre those who want the United 
States to scrap Its navy and disband 
Its nrmy, no matter what the other 
nations may do. This course natural- 
ly would leave this country open to 
any possible enemy who thought that 
the time had not yet come to throw 
Its rltles on the slugjille. 

Making New Warfare Implements. 

In the meantime man everywhere Is 
traveling along the lines of Invention 
of new implements of warfare, or of 
those which load Into the field of the 
making of implements which will ren- 
der present implements of warfare 
obsolete. 

Within a short time there will he an 
attempt on the part <>• the air service 
of the United States army to prove 
that airplanes quickly can put battle- 
ships out of commission, and there- 
fore that hereafter the whole course 
of naval construction must be changed. 
The navy officers sny that their ships 
can keep out of the way of all the nlr- 
plnnes, nnd not only this, hut with 
guns on their own decks they can pre- 
vent the approach of the nir hawks. 
Moreover, they say that planes 
launched from their decks can help In 
the work of keeping the air enemy nt 
n distance. 

At the time of the other experiments 
the chemical warfnre service will try 
to prove that its weapons ure just as 
effective against ships ns they ure 
against land forces. 

Awaiting Replies to “Feelers." 

So It is easy enough to see that, 
while disarmament is being discussed, 
the nations of the world are not stay- 
ing their hands from (he work of In- 
venting new nnd deadly contrivances 
to put their fellow men, who happen 
to belong to other countries, out of 
the running. The recognition apparent- 
ly Is complete In ull countries that, If 
disarmament Is to be a fact and the 
Invention of new und more deadly 
weapons of war is to be brought to u 
standstill, there must be complete 
agreement among ull the powerful na- 
tions to disarm und to check the In- 
ventors In their work. 

Washington is uwaltlng with Intense 
Interest the replies to the disarm- 
ament "feelers" which the State de- 
partment has put out. There have 
been hints from various sources tliut 
Great Brituln uud Japan may bu will- 
ing to sit ut a disarmament confer- 
ence, and of course it Is known that, 
If these nations agree, others probably 
will be willing to agree. A disarma- 
ment conference would he In the high- 
est sense a peuce conference, for, If 
real disarmament comes, the nations 
that want to tight will have to do It 
with stones, clubs < r fists, und such 
scraps are not particularly deadly. 
Tariff Bill Slow in Making. 

Congress, as the country knows, Is 
moving slowly along th? lines of turiff 
legislation. It was believed eurly last 
spring that, because of the seeming 
Indifference to (he subject throughout 
the bind, the law makers could go 
ahead und frame their new hill with- 
out delay and without much objec- 
tion, und have It ready for the presi- 
dential signature ut an early date. 
Tills belief lias changed. 

lien hearings on the various sched- 
ules were being held by the ways und 
Mean* committee of the house of 
representatives, the lack of interest 
In the general tariff subject by some 
of the greater American Industries 
wis remarked upon. There seemed 
to l»e a feeling throughout the country 
thut the schedules in the bill were 
to be adjusted In a compromise way 
to meet the Issues of war's aftermath, 
and that •orbing that could be urged 
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before tlio committee would clinngo 
the general Intention. Whether the 
tariff bill will meet those conditions 
or not will depend entirely upon the 
developments of the future, but n 
bill with the Intent noted In view Is 
the kind of bill that probably will 
be.enacted. 

The dye, metal, wool nnd lumber 
schedules nre the ones which hnve 
caused the grenter controversies nnd 
which nre responsible mainly for the 
delay In getting tlio legislation under 
way. 

Lumber Producers Don’t Agree. 

Seemingly the lumber producing sec- 
tions of the country nre divided on the 
question of the duty on the finished 
products of lumber. The ways nnd 
means committee by a majority vote 
decided to put n duty of 25 per cent 
nd vnlorum on finished lumber. The 
vote was taken In the committee and 
this duty cnrrled. Instantly there was 
trouble. 

The northwestern sections of the 
country seem to be opposed to tills 
25 per cent duty, while In some of the 
other sections of tlio country It Is 
claimed the duty Is favored by lumber 
men. At this writing It Is not known 
definitely Just what the outcome will 
be, but nttompts are being made to 
get the committee to reconsider Its 
action nnd to remove the duty. There 
will lie n fight In the house over this 
schedule of the hill, no matter what 
the committee mny report. 

The wool schedule continues to 
crente dissension. As somebody hns 
put It, wool Is always a breeder of tlio 
"tick of trouble." The particular anti- 
dote for tick which the Agricultural 
department recommends to nil shep- 
herds seemingly cannot be of service 
In the present case. So far ns con- 
gress Is concerned, wool always has 
contained an Itching Irritant. 

The original draft of the schedule 
ns prepared by the subcommittee this 
year has been abandoned. Opposi- 
tion developed to It among some of 
the majority members of the com- 
mlltee. So It Is today that the com- 
mittee lias been compelled to ask the 
tariff commission for Information on 
which It can redraft. If It wants to, 
the provisions of the wool schedule. 

Dye Industry to Be Fostered. 

The metal and dye Industries tiro 
deeply Interested In the present tnriff 
measure. It Is said that the determi- 
nation of the majority in congress Is 
to see to it that a dye industry shall 
lie built up which will make the 
United States Independent of other 
countries In dye products in tlie fu- 
ture. 

The war produced an argument In 
favor of shutting out dyes by means 
of n high tariff. The dye Industry of 
Germany was responsible scientifically 
for the Germans’ great advance In 
some of the material of warfare, ex- 
plosives, gas and other things. The 
argument is being advanced that here- 
after the United States must be nlde 
to produce Its owu from well-estnb- 
llslied industries nnd not be compelled 
to wait on experiment nnd on the 
building of factories In case war 
should come. 

There Is opposition, of course, to 
the dye proposition ns It Is likely to 
be set forth In the tariff bill, the argu- 
ment being that a monopoly will be 
created. 

War Grafters to Be Hunted Down. 

The attorney general's otlice has 
announced that there will be an In- 
vestigation of war profiteering on the 
government, that it Intends to mnke 
the Inquiry thorough and to bring 
punishment down on the guilty. 

The attorney general, in connection 
with this matter, has said: “The gov- 
ernment Is not going after the little 
fellows. We can afford to throw tlie 
minnows back and let them start over 
again. It Is tlie big fellows that we 
are nfter and expect to get." 

No one, of course, enn tell whether 
the Investigation will result in disclos- 
ing proofs of guilt und In the convic- 
tion of the gulRy. It Is said that 
about only one government Investiga- 
tion In five ever produces real results, 
but this In a general way may be put 
down to the fact tliut the government, 
especially the congressional part of It, 
lias tlie Investigating habit fixed, nnd 
IS given to ordering Inquiries Into this 
matter and the other matter without 
much regard to the strength of the 
Intilul facts In the cuse. 

Others Who Ars More Despicable. 

The grafters on the government dur- 
ing the war were high scule robbbers, 
but, us the expression goes, they were 
not In It In meanness with the profi- 
teers who preyed directly on the peo- 
ple, an 1 particularly on men who were 
going to give up good paying pluces 
to enter 6ne or the other of the urrned 
services of the country. 

There are some thousands of er- 
soldlers who would hold u jubilation 
ns hearty us the one which followed 
the urmistlce If some of the cheap 
criminals who grufted on them would 
he made the object of government In- 
vestigation und of subsequent punish- 
ment.

! therefor about twice their value. It Is

price, hut when men were commis- 
sioned one duy, und ordered to Join 
their outfits two duys thereafter, they 
yid not have time to hunt hurguius.

Batsman Regains His Proper Place 
in Sport Instead of Being Mere 
Pawn in Hands of Opposing 
Slabman — Pleases Fans.

Abolition of freak pitching has been 
a great boon to professional baseball 
because it lias restored to the game 
the element ol' uncertainty which was 
gradually being choked out of it by Re- 
export purveyors of “shine" balls,

the Chicago Tribune. 

The hutsumn lias been restored to 
Ids proper place in the game, instead 
of being a mere pawn in tin- hands 
of the opposing siubman, as lie was 
coming to lie before the promoters 
wised up and tried to re-establish the 
“Imlance of power” between attack 
and defense. 

The majority of rooters prefer the 
action of high score contest, in which 
the whistle of the base hit supplants 
the groan of I lit* strikeout.

Many Testify to Continued 
Odors From the Oil Works 


Not until G-30. P- M. Tuesday did 
the hearing on the alleged oil 
r.uiaanee at East Braintree before the 
State Board of Health adjourn- It 
was almost a record breaking hearing 
being scheduled to start at 10.30 A- M- 

The hearing was cal It'd f°r room 
166 at the State House, but when it 
was found that room was not half 
large enough an adjournment was 
made to 443- But the situation was 
rot improved as the larger room was 
not half large enough. Mayor Brad- 
ford of Quincy protested at the outset 
against holding a hearing In a room 
so lib-ventilated and uncomfortable 
and so crowded. He said If the State 
of Muasachusett® could not provide 
a more comfortable room he felt 
those present would chip in and hire 
a hall. He suggested the Senate 
chamber or some hall outside. 

The chairman of the board quite 
agreed with him but for half «n hour 
he had been endeavoring to get a 
larger room without success- 

Mayor Bradford moved a recess oi 
half an hour while a larger hall was 
found, and a recess was taken. It 
W£s scon announced that Ford hall 
had been securer and an adoumment 
wla® made to that hall. Soon Ford 
Hall had an audience of 600 or more 
showing the interest of the people of 
'Weymouth, Braintree and Quincy in 
the hearing. 

The interest* of Weymouth were 
looked after by Town Counsel Hol- 
brook. Chairman Cowing of the Board 
of Selectmen, Representative Tirrell 
and many representative citizens 
were present. The Moody Land Co. 


at Idlewell was represented by lawyer 
E- Mark Sullivan, and he had a large 
number of Idlewell people there who 
testified. Braintree waa not repre- 
sented by counsel, but Selectmen Hol- 
brook and Avery were there, also 
Representative Lawson, several other 
town o flic in Is and representative cit- 
izens. Quincy was , represented by 
Mayor Bradford. ex-Mayor Whlton, 
Dr. Fred E. Jones, the Heal'h Com- 
missioner. and many others- The 
Massachusetts Oil Co. was represent- 
ed by Attorney Lewis, several offi- 
cials und experts. Most of the State 
.Hoard of Health were present to 
hear the evidence and Dr. Kelley pre- 
sided and recited the status of th6 
case, saying that he Oil Company had 
been adjudged a nuisance some 
months ago, and that an order was 
issued calling for an abatement be- 
fore May 10. The time had been ex- 
tended to June 14 and then to July

CURRENT EVENTS 

Smuts’ Efforts Bring Renewed 
Hope of Settlement of 
the Irish Trouble. 

MAY QUI T “REPUB LIC" IDEA 

Oe Valera and Others Show Disposi- 
tion to Yield — No Improvement in 
Near Eastern Mess — Germany 
Expects Coup d’Etat — 

Tariff Fight Is On. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The entry of .Tun Christian Smuts 
Into the pence • negotiations changed 
the Irish situation over night. The 
South African premier Is regarded as 
one of the most astute statesmen In 
thfe world, and apparently Lloyd 
George has done well In enlisting his 
assistance. It now appears likely that 
a peaceful settlement of the Irish 
trouble will be reached before long. 

Optimistic persons were not dls- 
mnyed by De Valeru’s tentative refusal 
to attend the meeting In London pro- 
posed by Lloyd George and Sir James 
Craig's refusal to confer with the Sinn 
Feiners and south Ireland unionists in 
Dublin. The latter conference was 
begun without representatives of Ul- 
ster, and an attempt was made to 
reconcile the positions of the Sinn 
Fein and the unionists. Then Gen- 
eral Smuts slipped across to Dublin, 
gave the leaders there a heart-to-heart 
talk, and hurried buck to London to 
report to the English authorities. 
What he told them gave rise to the 
most cheerful of predictions. 

• Though no official statements have 
been issued, It appears that this Is 
how matters now stund: The British 
government Is willing to grant to Ire- 
land the fullest autonomy, patterned 
after that enjoyed by South Africa; 
Ulster to be considered still a part of 
the dominion but having an autono- 
mous government of Its own, such us 
that of Natal. “President” De Valera, 
Arthur Griffith, founder of Sinn Fein ; 
Michael Collins and other republican 
leaders are now willing that Ireland 
shall remain a part of the British em- 
pire— though they prefer the term 
‘‘British commonwealth of nntlons" — 
provided their right of secession Is 
recognized. Other prominent Sinn 
Feiners, comprising the Intellectuals 
and doctrinaires, Insist Prime Minister 
Lloyd George has not yet sufficiently 
recognized the essential unity of Ire- 
land and Its right to self-determina- 
tion. All the Sinn Feiners assert that 
Ulster must accept her autonomy from 
the supremo Irish parliament in Dub- 
lin. The task that remains Is to recon- 
cile these views and bring the Ulster- 
ites and southern unionists Into 
agreement with the compromise plan. 
That this can he done Is the expressed 
opinion of some of the chief figures 
In the negotiations. 

Says General Smuts; “I think, I am 
hopeful, I trust, that the question will 
be solved and tliut thereby the British 
empire will he freed from the imputa- 
tion thHt In this undent part of the 
United Kingdom there still exists vio- 
lation of the fundamental principles 
upon which the empire rests. I say 
that the problem Is soluble because I 
have seen It solved in my own coun- 
try under circumstances less embit- 
tered than In Ireland hut certainly of 
a very difficult character, too.” 

De Valeru, in Ills first authorized 
statement since Lloyd George's Invi- 
tation. says: “We trust thut the Brit- 
ish prime minister’s letter may prove 
to be the first step toward submitting 
a civilized basis of right and reason 
for that of barbaric violence In the 
arbitration of the question at Issue 
between Ireland and Great Britain. 

“Should the conference now initiat- 
ed lead to an ultimate understanding 
and lasting peace between the peoples 
of these two islands, which have been 
In a state of war. or susjw-nded war. 
for more than seven and a half cen- 
turies, it will set a worthy Christian 
precedent for the entire world. 

“British prestige will be restored, 
young Ireland will live In history as 


having saved, by Its courage and stead- 
fastness, the ldenls for which millions 
were led to offer their lives In the 
great war." 

As significant, perhaps ns those 
statements was an Incident In Liver- 
pool.- The city was decorated In 
honor of n visit of the prince of 
Wales, and In the Irish quarter were 
displayed many Sinn Fein flags Inter- 
twined with the union jncks. A prom- 
inent Sinn Felner said: "The order 
to do that came from Dublin.” 

From this side of the world It looks 
ns though the grout powers do not 
know what to do with Turkey and the 
Turks. If they have any definite pol- 
icy It Isn’t apparent from either their 
statements or their actions. The 
Treaty of Sevres alreudy Is shot to 
pieces, even if the men who formu- 
lated It are unwilling to admit it 
Turkey was neatly partitioned, hut 
refuses to stay In pnrts, and the na- 
tions to whom the helpings were as- 
signed seem quite unable to tnke or 
retain them. Naturally the sultan’s 
government, to which the treaty left 
hut a tiny part of the huge empire, 
is not doing nnything to hinder the 
efforts of the nationalists, who refuse 
to permit that empire to he carved 
up. Greece Is mnktng ull preparations 
for her promised offensive In Asia 
Minor, nnd ships loaded with troops, 
munitions nnd supplies arrive dnily 
In Smyrna from Athens. Observers 
who hnve been with Kemal Pasha are 
somewhat doubtful of the ability of 
the nationalists again to stop the 
Greeks, 

To complicate the situation In the 
Near East, it has become certain that 
Bulgaria Is co-operating with Kemal 
in the hope of regaining eastern 
Thrace. So far she has taken no 
overt steps, and If she does, the “lit- 
tle entente,’’ comprising Jugo-Slnvla, 
Czechoslovakia and Itoumnnln, will 
get Into action, for the real raison 
d’etre of that alliance Is their deter- 
mination to keep Bulgaria within the 
limits now fixed for her. Moreover It 
is asserted that the “little entente” 
now has the complete backing of 
Italy. 

One tiling the great powers are de- 
termined to prevent — the seizure of 
Constantinople by the Bolshevists. 
To this end the entire British Medi- 
terranean fleet is being concentrated 
in the vicinity of the Turkish capital. 
It nmy be that lieuvy re-enforcements 
of allied troops also will have to be 
sent to that region, for the Russian 
Bolshevists evidently are planning 
some big coup. They are calling to 
the colors all men from eighteen to 
thirty-five years of age, and general 
mobilization Is expected soon. The 
demobilization order Issued some time 
ago has been canceled. More Inter- 
esting than reliable Is the story that 
Trotzky has been Imprisoned on or- 
ders from Lenin. Similar reports of 
disagreement between the Bolshevist 
chiefs have been heard too often. 

Germany, still apprehensive thut she 
Is to lose out In Upper Silesia, is cry- 
ing “wolf” again. The country Is 
wunied of an lmi>cndlng coup d’etat — 
and the allies are permitted to over- 
hear the warning. The story, ns It 
comes from Berlin, Is that all the re- 
actionary elements are prepared to 
march on Berlin and upset the gov- 
ernment, und thut the decision 
against Geruiau possession of Upper 
Slleslu Is to he the signal for move- 
ment. The German Irregular forces 
were withdrawn from the disputed ter- 
ritory, In accordance with the agree- 
ment with the inter-allied commission, 
hut they have not disbanded or dis- 
armed. nor have they moved far from 
the Silesian border. These troops are 
commanded by monarchists, and It Is 
reported that General von der Goltz, 
who led the Baltic expedition and also 
was mixed up In the Kupp revolution. 
Is now In Upper Silesia. A few days 
ago the German population of Beu- 
then. in Upper Silesia, was making a 
hostile demonstration against the 
Poles and when the French troop# 
tried to disperse the marchers, the 
latter fired on them, killing a French 
major. The troops retired to their 
garrison and opened fire with machine 
guns and a number of G* rmans were 
killed. So far the “peaceful” ar- 
rangement made by tbd Inter allied 
commission has not been a conspicu- 
ous success. 


The present German government 
really seems to he Increasing in 
strength, nnd the confidence reposed 
In It by the allied governments Is 
growing dally. That Is, the confi- 
dence that It will carry out the terms 
of the trent.v ns far ns possible. In 
a public address last week, Doctor 
Rnthennu, minister of reconstruction, 
said : 

"The United Stntes Is the world’s 
chief creditor and Germany Is the 
world’s chief debtor, with all other nn- 
tlons sandwiched In between these 
two ns creditor nnd debtor notions, 
ench tied to or obligated to one an- 
other. 

“Germnny Is not a Innd of gold or 
raw materials, but a nation which 
lives, nnd will continue to live, by the 
work of her hands. We are, there- 
fore, only able to pay our debts with 
our products, our mental nnd manunl 
labor. This we honestly propose to 
do.” 

Our State department Is now busy- 
ing Itself with the preliminaries for 
negotiating treaties that will make 
effective the peace with the central 
powers nnd restore diplomatic and 
other relations. Admlnistrntioh au- 
thorities give assurance that nothing 
will be done that will disturb the cor- 
dial relations existing between the 
United States nnd the allied powers, 
which presumably means that they are 
being tnken Into the confidence of 
this government In the formulation of 
the treaties on which Secretary 
Hughes Is working. 

Another thing demanding the atten- 
tlon of the State department Is the 
situation In Tampico where it is feared 
labor disorders may endanger Ameri- 
can property. One or two navy ves- 
sels have been sent there, but this 
was riot to be considered a naval 
demonstration. The trouble in Tam- 
pico is n result of the recent decree 
of the Mexican governnl^nt Increasing 
the export tax on oil. The Industry 
being checked, thousands of men were 
thrown out of employment, and their 
attitude was threatening. President 
Ohregon says the government has no 
Intention of rescinding the decree, and 
that the labor conditions are not as 
had as reported. 

The inevitable battle over the tar- 
iff was opened by a minority report 
from the Democratic members of the 
ways and means committee of the 
house. The bill as drafted Is de- 
nounced as a “conspiracy to benefit a 
few favorites at the expense of all 
humanity.” The report deals especially 
with the probable effect of the bill 
on American commerce and with the 
substitution of the system of Ameri- 
can valuntlon as a basis for levying 
tariff duties. Calling attention to the 
fact that the foreign trade of the 
United States fell from 91, 188, 255,449 
Inst July to 9527,378,825 in May, 1921, 
the report says: 

“Certainly the natural process Is 
preferable to the Infected knife of In- 
terested surgeons who, by selecting 
the industries to protect and those to 
destroy, can reap the harvest their 
campaign contributions seeded last 
fall. Verily, the oil men are entitled 
to their reward, and the lumber men 
and wool men and all the others who 
east their bread on the waters of a 
Republican tide.” 

Senator Smoot’s subcommittee made 
haste last week to get the Sweet vet- 
erans’ bureau hill before the senate. 
This Is the measure that is designed 
to provide proper care and udequate 
compensation for disabled soldiers and 
sailors through the co-ordination of 
relief agencies. Congress has been se- 
verely criticized for delay In passing 
the bill, which Is the fruit -of the ef- 
forts of the Dawes commission ; and 
a senate Investigating committee haa 
been hearing testimony of the scan- 
dalous neglect and Inhuman treatment 
of disabled veterans under the pres- 
ent complicated system — or rather 
lack of system. 

The five train service brotherhoods 
are to take a referendum vote on the 
acceptance or rejection of the wage 
reduction order of the federal railway 
labor board. Rail union leaders be- 
lieve there will be no strike unless the 
railway executives Insist on the wip- 
lag out of the present working rules.

PLAIN HINTS TO 
FOIL CAN THIEF 

• 

Cleveland Auto Distributor Gives 
Some Practical Sugges- 
tions to Owners. 

REMOVE DISTRIBUTOR RITOR 


Unique and Effective Scheme Is to 

Have Blind Switch In Igiitlon 
System — Other Methods to 
Discourage Robbers. 

Some Ingenious yet simple vnys to 
foil the automobile thief, who often 
laughs at locksmiths when ho begins 
tinkering with motorcars, are sug- 
gested by Emil C. Hertz, a Cleveland 
automobile distributor. 

Mr. Hertz’s first suggestion Is to 
remove the distributor rotor. Vlthout 
this rotor there can be no spirk, he 
says, and without the spark n« gaso- 
line motor will run. The rotor Is one 
of the easiest things to get at, so Its 
removal by the car owner wlen he' 
leaves his vehicle parked in some 
street Is nil the easier. 

As there are several different kinds 
of rotors. It Is nil the more dfficult 
for the thief, since he would ’ijve to 
carry almost every type to lmvVJ' ' 
correct one available when reeded. 
Even though half of all the automobile 
thieves were equipped with complete 
sets of rotors, the car stealing haztrd 
would he reduced 60 per cent. 

Unique and Effective Scheme. 

Perhaps the most unique and effec- 
tive scheme to protect a car, continued 
Mr. Hertz, Is to have a blind stitch 
In some concealed pnrt of the main 
Ignition system. Probably nine oat of 
ten thieves would be utterly bulled 
If the circuit were broken In tills way 
because It Is n device they would least 
expect. They would naturally loot for 
the commoner methods of disailing 
curs but there Is no stundard way 
available to the thief for locatln; the 
trouble caused by a blind switch. 

Another simple, though lfss effectual 
way to baffle the amateurish thief Is to 
disconnect the wire at [be col. In 
connection with the geierator. In 
many makes of cars there is only one 
wire exposed on the coll and it may 
be detached at either end with Ittle 
trouble. 

There Is still another way to discour- 
age the motor car thief and tlut Is 
to cross the spark plug wires to say 
the fourth and fifth or the fifth and 
sixth cylinders of a “six." This cioss- 
Ing of the wires cauies back firing 
and resultant heavy artillery when the 
engine Is started will often cause the 
less hnrdened thief t* flee In disnay, 
asserts Mr. Herts. 

Some car owners however, w«uld 
not approve of this nethod of thwart- 
ing the thief hecau» of the danger of 
blowing off the miffler of the car's 
mechanism. 

Keep Record of Number*. 

Finally, be sure hat you record the 
numbers of your »otor and tires In a 
memorandum booj and keep the hook 
where you can al f ays lay your hinds 
upon It, advises Ir. Hertz, who fltes 
an Instance of a ar which wus stolen 
In Boston, Mass and recovered and 
Identified four ninths later by one of 
the original tire

Weak Ending July 4, 1921

Fruit and Vegetables 

The market was liberally supplied with 
both native and shlppod-ln prodecs. 
With the exception of lettuce and euctun- 
bers, which aro somewhat higher, all 
Important lines were either steady or 
lower. 

Native green beans elosed 11.00 lower 
at $2.70-93.00 a bushel. Bunched beets 
were staady at 60r-75c a buahel. Native 
cabbage was slightly lower at tl.79-12.69 
a barrel. Rhode Island cabbage sold I2.T6 
a barrel crate. 

California cantaloupes were 9.00 lower 
at 9-1.fiO-94.00 per standard crate of 41 
melons. Honey bow melons. Which 
brought 92.76-91.fi0 a crate last week, add 
mostly 92-00-92. 2fi this week. 

Native cucumbers were 91.00 higher at 
mostly 9*.0O-9t.0O a bushel, while native 
lettuce more than doubled in price, dos- 
ing 60o-76c a bushel. 

Native green peas dropped nearly half, 
dosing st 91.36-92.50 s buahel. Rhubarb 
was unchanged at $1.60-91.76 and re- 
mains at 26c -40c a bushel. 

Tomatoes were practically unchanged, 
fair quality Mississippi* In 4 basket car- 
riers selling 91- 00-91.60. Good Baltimore 
tomatoes In 4 basket crates brought 92.60- 
94.26, 

Berries were fairly plentiful, but ssM 
well. Blackberries from New York State 
sold mostly 30c-98c a Quart, red currant* 
10c- 16c a quart, and red raspberries 10©- 
20c a pint. Native blueberries brought 
3Sc-4fic a quart, while a few strawberries 
arrived from Nova Scotia and sold at 20o- 
40c a quart. 

Dairy and Poultry Products 
Further price gains have featured the 
market tho past week, and tho advances 
were not confined to any one product, but 
all have gone higher than during any 
similar period this season. 

Fancy butter has bcon almost a negli- 
gible quantity, and tho majority havo had 
to content themselves with a lower 
grade at even a higher price. Fine 90-92 
score has sold from 36c-37c up to 38c-39c, 
northern fresh has gone from 39c to 43c., 
and even tho low scores have advanced 
3c until 36o Is about the bottom for eny 
grade. 

Cheese Is generally considered to bring 
about one half the price of butter, and 
this week has been a fairly successful at- 
tempt to right tho situation, fine York 
state Twins selling up H4c to 18c, the 
small styles also gaining lc to 18c -20c, 
and buyers very active at the close. 

The hot weather spreading throughout 
tho country has been shown more than 
usual In eggs received lately, even those 
from the northern sections that are us- 
ually good, have shown dark yolks and 
weak body. This has put a premium on 
a few fine cool eggs, and nearby henneries 
havo advanced 3c-4c to 50c-55c, whilo 
tho westerns havo reached 45c-GOc. Tho 
price advance has enabled many dealer* 
that ordinarily hold their storage eggs for 
next winter to use them now and secure 
a prolit, and as the quality of theso Is 
much better than late arrivals, this class 
has sold up rapidly from 2Cc-30c to 29c- 
34c. 

Supplies of fresh killed poultry havo 
been very short and the better demand 
has enabled receivers to secure 2c-2c 
more on about all classes. Fresh five to 
six pound fowl have advanced to 36c-37e. 
smaller sizes to S3c-36c, broilers have 
sold readily at 40 c -46c. and rooster* h*W» 
gone up to 22c -24c.

It Is probable that not even the 
political opponents of General Daw«a 
will intimate that he has sought a !

Mr. Dawes Is going to take hold 
of n five billion dollar n year business 
nnd try to run It so that enough money 
can be saved to Uncle Sam each year 
to mnke the Installment of the nec- 
essary machinery of accomplishment 
a Justifiable bit of legislation. 

And so the long looked for budget 
system Is to go Into operation. By 
the provisions of the law every presi- 
dent of the United States In the future 
will be under legal obligation to send 
to congress In December the first 
budget of government 

What will this budget Include) 
Well, It must have In It estimates of 
every forthcoming appropriation nnd 
with them estimates of the probable 
government Income from every source 
mder the law as It exists, and It also 
must contain an cstlmnte of the re- 
ceipts ns they are likely to be under 
such proposals for revenue raising 
is the budget mny contain. 

In addition to tills there must be a 
statement of the condition of the 
treasury nnd what It Is bellevod the 
condition of the same department will 
he when another fiscal year Is ended. 
In addition to this there must be a 
.’omplete statement of the Indebted- 
ness of the government and such other 
Innncinl statements as congress mny 
leed to see Its way clear to legislate 
vlsely In what may be called a 
Innncinl way. 

Of Prime Interest To All of Ue. 

The country probably will watch 
tie operation of appropriating money 
uader the new budget system with 
k«on Interest. It Is the people’s money 
wdeh Is being spent, and therefore 
In n way the chalnunn of the budget 
wll be the stewnrd of the people. 

tn the house of representatives 
thrre already Is n consolidated com- 
mltee on appropriations. The chnlr- 
intn of this committee, James W. 
Goide of Iown, hns left congress. No- 
lioi.v knows who will succeed him. 
Tie Job of the consolidated appropria- 
tes committee Is n peculiar one, 
fo’ It Is u sort of guardian of bills 
pnposlng expenditures nnd It is its 
dity in a largo measure to see to it 
tint the smaller committees when 
tley mnke their reports shall not be 
lel Into the way of extravagance. 

It Is possible that the senate will 
b« compelled to follow the example of 
tie house nnd dissolve a large number 
ol Its smaller committees, or else keep 
them in their present form but with 
imrely n narrower field In which to 
w»rk. Virtually the enlarged ap- 
propriations committee of the house 
has taken over everything which per- 
tains to finnnee, or at least It hns 
constituted Itself a sort of court of 
list resort In appropriation matters. 

Jf the same course shall be applied 
In the senate, the committee of which 
Sdintor Penrose now Is chairman will 
lisjve greatly enlarged powers, nnd 
wlile all appropriation measures must 
orclnate In the house of representa- 
llv*s, the fact that the senate hns a 
lnjt word in the matter will give to 
«J^ chairman of the senate appropria- 
tes commit lee a power perhaps 
gifnter than that held by tlie house 
caimltDe chairman. 

Cawes a Vigorous Man. 

ChurltN G. Duwes, who has been 
aijHilntet director of the budget Is 
tl? Charles G. Dawes who aroused 
tip risibilities of the country, and 
to a considerable extent Its admira- 
tl<n, by he course which he pursued 
ns a witness before the sub-committee 
of the arny expenditures investigat- 
ing comnJttee of the house of rep re- 
storatives. 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Diwes ser’ed In France nnd doubt- 
lets made a side excursion or two Into 
Funders. I- mny be that he learned 
sdne of hls picturesque language In 
tie latter oouitry, for It was the mud 
In Inlanders vhlch gave Uncle Toby 
tie insplratioi for hls simile when 
h> said, “swtre like the uriny in 
Flanders." 

There may lit no occasion for pletur- 
expie language In the office room of 
t}e new dlrectr of the budget, but 
If n man Is to b moved to strong ex- 
piesslons liy had work, the moving 
force will not hi absent. The budget 
is u new thing; It is intricate in Its 
lujiosed duties ud moreover It deuls 
largely with flnane, about which men 
have disagreed ver since the days 
when the Indium and the early set- 
tlers used wumptn as a medium of 
exchange.

FOREIGN POLICY 


ADMINISTRATION IS WORKING 
ON ITS PLAN FOR AN ASSO- 
CIATION OF NATIONS. 

PEOPLE ASKING FOR ACTION 


Not Even an Outline Ha* Yet Been 
Put In Writing, But 8*eretary 
Hughe* Ha* Been Busy In th* Mat- 
tor. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington. — Is the administration 
■oon to fnrmulnte definitely an asso- 
ciation of nations policy? There are 
Indications of n rather specific nature 
that such Is to be the case. 

There are evidences In Washington 
that there Is not so strong a desire 
today ns In the Immediate past to give 
so definitive a name as the "Associa- 
tion of Nntlons’’ to the plan which 
the President and his secretary of 
stnte have In view. Whatever the 
policy In connection with foreign af- 
fairs Is to lie. It Is understood that 
Secretary Hughes today Is working on 
the matter with certnln ends In view. 

From time to time letters have come 
to Washington from various parts o t 
the country, most of them going to the 
White House, asking If something Is 
to he done soon with a matter which 
hns occupied the people in one way or 
another ever since the armistice wns 
signed. It Is hold here that the evi- 
dent Interest of the country, ns shown 
in letter form. Is not responsible at 
ull for the evident quickening Impulse 
on the part of the officials to do some- 
thing. It Is declared that their de- 
termination to act wns fixed some 
time ago and that action simply was 
waiting on what seemed to be the 
proper time. 

The United Slates senate holds mem- 
bers who are kindly disposed toward 
an association of nations of the kind 
which President Harding more than 
hinted at In Ids speech of acceptance 
of the nomination. There ure a few 
Republican senators who do not want 
an association of nations any more 
than they want the League of Nations. 
Then there Is another group of sena- 
tors, Republicans for the main pnrt, 
who want something done in the way 
of it foreign policy which will bring 
the United States Into accord with its 
recent allies, but they are not quite 
sure just what form the plan should 
take on. 

Hughes Making Some Progress. 

It is admitted directly in high quar- 
ters that nothing has yet been put on 
paper to outline, or even to suggest any 
outline, of an association of nations 
plan. This does not mean; however, 
that mentally a plan lias" not been 
formulated. Mr. Hughes has been 
more or less busy In the matter and 
it Is known that some of the greater 
foreign nations have leen questioned 
with n view of finding out whether 
or not they would he willing, to become 
parties to an association of nations 
along certain lines, even If Its fanning 
virtually should mean a repudiation 
of the present League of Nations. 

Now that It is known that other 
nations have been felt out on this 
subject. Interest has been expressed 
In Washington as to why the "feeling 
out" should have been done without 
submitting with the queries some- 
thing concrete concerning the plan in 
mind. The general Impression Is, how- 
' ever, that the communications to the 
foreign offices of other countries sim- 
ply have been in the form of Intima- 
tions that the United States would 
like to do something If the other na- 
tions eventually would give the prop- 
osition consideration. 

To some Washington officials It 
■eenw like a work of supererogation 
on the part of the stnte department 
to ask other nutlous whether they will 
give consideration to a proposition 
emunantlng from the United States. 
No nation would decline to promise 
to think over any matter which the 
United States should submit. 

Hope for German Treaty Soon. 
There seems to be un impression 
here thut us soon as the Knox resolu- 
tion, or Its substitute, is adopted, de- 
claring thut u state of pcuce exists 
with Germany, and u treaty has been 
effected with the Gennuu government, 

; the American administration will lm- 
; mediately proceed with Its ussoclution 
of nations plan. The ho]>e of the high 
{ officials seems to he thut there will 
| not he much more delay In the work 
! of getting the resolution and the trea- 
ty out of the way. 

| It must be confessed, however, that 
there Is u cloud of doul t hanging over 
the future foreign relations situation. 
It is being asked whether If uu as- 
sociation of nations shall he formed, 
It will be necessary absolutely for oth- 
er nutlous to leave the present league 
to which they have given sanction. 

It Is held by some members of the 
dominant party tli&t any association 
of nations plan which can be accepted 
must keep whole existing provisions 
In the Versailles treaty which ure In- 
tended to make It certain that Ger- 
many wlii fulfill her obligations. Of 
course it Is possible that this can be 
done lu a way through the treaty of 
ix-ace between the United State* and 
Germany, but it la held also that some 
of the necessary safeguarding things 
must be provided for In the plan for 
an association of nations if such an 
association Is to be formed.

It lias nn apron tunic in 
the front only, attached to the 
waist portion at a low line. Thei 
trimming consists of nppllqued motifs 
of bright colored linen In novel shapes 
stitched to the dress with worsted of 
contrasting hue. 

, As a vurlation of the embroidered 
trimming, straight chemise frocks of 
heavy white linen — the chemise model 
is used for the heavier fabrics — are 
trimmed straight down front and back 
pnnels with points of red nnd white 
checked gfnglinm. The gingham also 
Is stitched In pointed effect around the 
neckline, which Is somewhat high but 
a shallow oval In form, and around 
the sleeves. 

The short cap sleeve, which Is Just 
a little puff, Is used In summer dresses 
of the lighter materials, such as voiles 
and crepes. It also mukes an occa- 
sional appearance In some of the heav- 
ier fabrics, but, although the dress It- 
self Is of n heavier cotton, the 1830 
sleeve is of u thinner mnteriul. For 
Instance, a quaint looking dress of 
flowered chintz, made with n straight 
bodice nnd full-gathered skrlt, has puff 
sleeves of white organdie, the cuffs 
of which are stitched with red worsted. 
Further touches of the organdie ap- 
pear In the form of pieoted ruffles en- 
circling skirt and deep, round neck. 

Modes of Hairdressing. 

The modes of hairdressing In Paris 
indicate u vogue for smooth and un- 
curled arrangements of the hair, as In 
opposition to the much-waved and 
puffed coiffure which lius been worn 
for several years. The exaggerated 
psyche knot low down on the head Is 
much affected by Englishwomen as 
well as Partslennes. Although the 
hair is arranged not only with plain- 
ness. hut apparently with precision, 
most fantustlc headdresses are worn. 

The large Spanish comb is retained.

Home demonstration work, though 
comparatively new, Is looked upon ns 
permanent, so beneficial have been 
the results obtained hy home demon- 
stration agents working In rural 
homes. The fundamental purpose of 
this work, according to a report Just 
issued by the United Stales Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Is to assist the 
rural housewife to npply business 
principles to her dally tasks for the 
purpose of mnklng the farm home as 
efficient as the farm, thereby produc- 
ing a more satisfactory nnd perma- 
nent type of mrnl life. The report 
referred to Is Department Circular 
141, which deals with the results of 
home demonstration work In the 33 
northern nnd western states. 

Became Co-operative Movement. 

The work actually begun In August, 
1014, when nn agent wns appointed 
in Erie county, N. Y., on state funds. 
In 1010, It became a co-operative 
movement supported hy federal, stnte 
and local funds. During that year 
four agents were appointed. In 1019 
the number had grown to more thnn 
000. Then war emergency funds were 
cut off, nnd In the following year the 
number dropped to 280. Although In 
this one yenr the force of workers 
as well as state nnd federni funds 
wer6 reduced nearly one-half, the ap- 
propriations made by the local people 
for home demonstration work nearly 
doubled, and agents were retained In 
direct response to requests from the 
people whom they served, according 
to the circular. 

Homo demonstration agents afford 
an avenue by which the state agricul- 
tural colleges and the United Stntes 
Department of Agriculture offer the 
practical results of their research and 
experiments In home economics to 
housewives of the country. These 
agents encourage the rural house- 
wives to bring from their store of 
practical knowledge and experience 
the lessons they have learned in home 
management that will be valuable to 
other women In the community, and 
so help to make this Information avail- 
able to alL The home demonstration 
agent Is a teacher who makes liberal

Numerous Dishes Are Enumer- 
ated by Home Specialists. 


Milk Toast, Cream Soups, Creamed 
Vegetables, Fish and Scalloped 
Diehee Are Favored — Recipe 
for White Sauce. 

Milk toast, cream soups, creamed 
vegetables, creamed fish and scalloped 
dishes are all good ways of putting 
more milk Into the dally food of the 
family, suy home economics specialists 
is the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The milk for nil of these 
Is thickened Into a sauce, thick or thin. 

To muke the suuces, melt the fat, 
stir In the flour, add the milk gradu- 
ally, and cook until thickened, stlrriug 
< onstantly unless u double boiler Is 
used. All measurements are level In 
these recipes. 

Thin White Sauce. 

1 cup milk * % teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon flour teaspoon pepper 

: tablespoon fat 

Medium White Sauce. 

1 cup milk hi teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons flour hi teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons fat 

Thick White Sauce. 

t cup milk hi teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons flour hi teaspoon pepper 
3 tablespoons fat 

For milk toast and with vegetables 
use the thin suuee. For scalloped or 
rreamed vegetable and input dishes use 
the medium sauce. The chief use for 
the thick sauce Is as u binding ms- j 
terlal In croquettes uml loaves. 



BALANCED RATIONS FOR MAN ! 

Fruits, Vegetable*, Whole Grainy 
Milk, Eggs, Butter and Nuta Are 
Moet Healthful. 

How many human beings eat bal- 
anced rations! The best foods for 
health and strength are fruita, vege- 
tables. whole grains, milk, eggs, but- 
ter and nuts, with meat In moderation. 
Heavy meat eating, artificial sugars, 
white flour, polished rice, peeled pota- 
toes— these are said to create acidosis 
which Is tbe forerunner of many serl- 


uso of practical demonstration rather 
than the lecture or text hook. 

The most successful home demon- 
stration agents, according to the cir- 
cular, aim to train local leaders who, 
hy putting the host practices Into their 
own homes, extend the Instruction to 
larger numbers of women. At least 
two-thirds of fho agent’s time Is spent 
with farm women In tholr homes, dis- 
cussing the varied prohleihs of house- 
keeping and other matters in which 
farm women are Interested. Aside 
from Interesting women In better 
homo management, modern conveni- 
ences, food production and preserva- 
tion, hotter food for the family, home 
nursing, and the selection and making 
of clothing, the agents are devoting 
their efforts to promoting community 
enterprises. 

Three types of such enterprises are 
developed: The economic type which 
Includes food preservation, the hot 
school lunch, co-operative laundries, 
co-operative buying and selling asso- 
ciations, lnhor-snvlng devices, and sal- 
vage shops. The social type Is con- 
cerned with such things ns recreation 
centers, civil Improvements, and rest 
rooms. The educational type em- 
braces farm home tours, libraries, and 
magazine circles and the like. 

Local Aid Needed. 

A county organization lu extension 
work which desires the appointment 
of a home demonstration agent should 
first communicate with the extension 
service nt the state agricultural col- 
lege, or with the agricultural agent In 
the county, the circulur suggests. It 
Is necossnry for the local organiza- 
tion or county to give some financial 
support to the home demonstration 
agent, though the greater part Is sup- 
plied by the stnte nnd federal funds. 
To supply that share which Is re- 
quired of the local organization, there 
have been organized within the pnst 
two years In the majority of the 33 
northern nnd western states what la 
popularly known as the "family" or 
"new” farm bureau. This Is nn asso- 
ciation of people Interested In rural 
affairs, the membership of which com- 
prises men, women, and young people 
who generally pay a uniform member- 
ship fee of $1 a year. 

WAY TO ^POLISH SILVERWARE 

After Soaking in Sour Milk Waeh In 

Warm Water to Which Ammonia

WAY TO HEM STRAIGHT EDGES 

Run Corners Together With Needle 
and Thread Before Putting 
Goods In Hemmer.

This little onrt cnn ho used for mnny 
purposes. It In handy for hauling dirt, 
for cnrtltig nwny rut grass, leaves, 
weeds nml other wnste. 

Figures 1 and 2 show the kind of 
cart I refer to. The size of tho wheels 



nails driven Into I) alongside of G, and 
bent over. 

Legs D are notched at the upper end, 
to fit ngnlnst rails A (Figs. 3 and 4). 
Nall them to the rails 32 Inches from 
the front ends; then brace with a pair 
or Iron shelf-hrnckets (E, Figs. 3 
and 7). 

Nall the floor of the cart directly to 
rails A (II, Fig. 0).

HOMEMADE DRILL GUNS. 

The stock of the drill gun shown In 
Pig. 1 Is cut In one piece. In Fig. 2 
you will find n pattern ruled off Into 
sqnares, each 1 Inch square. To lay 
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of the same length as ends J and Iv. 
Nall the sides to both ends. Prepare a 
pair of battens for each side and end 
(N. Fig. 11). sind nail these to the out- 
side of the frame, with lower ends pro- 
jecting, as shown. These strips will 
overlap sides I and ends J and K of 
the lower frame, and will hold the 
frame in position. Nall the cross- 
piece O across battens N at one end 
of the upper frame, to block out the 
spnee between the battens and end K. 
The front end of the upper frame can 
he made removable, like end K, but 
the frame will be stronger with It 
milled In place. 

If you have made this enrt carefully, 
you will be proud enough of It to want 
to paint It and letter a name upon the 
sides. These finishing touches will add 
a great deal to the cart’s appearance.

A black 
cockade to which, lately, un eagle lias 
lieen attached. Sword, etc., cor- 
responding.

Harding’s Plan for Armament 
Reduction Conference Is 
Well Received. 

INVITED NATIONS AGGEPT 


Pacific and Far East Problems Also 

Will Be Discussed — Irish Peace 

Meetings Begin — President 
Asks Senate to Defer Sol- 
dier Bonus Bill. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The United States last week resumed 
Its leadership of international affairs, 
and President Harding’s world policy 
unfolded in a way that leads his warm 
supporters to believe Ills plans for an 
association of nations to preserve tbe 
peace of the world are on tbe eve of 
fulfillment. Tills conies about through 
tbe President’s invitation to Great 
Hrltntn, France, Italy and Japan to 
send representatives to a disarma- 
ment reduction conference In Wash- 
ington, and bis suggestion that tbe 
meeting, if held, also undertake a set- 
tlement of the Pacific und Far Enstem 
problems, China lieing asked to par- 
ticipate in that purt of the confer- 
ence. 

Of course, the Invitation was infor- 
mal in nature, but the nations named 
have received it with acclaim, nud all 
huve signified their willingness to uc- 
cept the formal invitation when it Is 
Issued, so It may be considered cer- 
tain that the conference will be 
held, probably In the coming autumn 
or possibly early next year. All the 
world Is evincing intense Interest In 
the plan, and certain of the lesser pow- 
ers are eager to take part In the grent 
conference. That the discussion will 
not In* limited to the subjects men- 
tioned Is almost beyond doubt, and 
there Is reason to believe thnt the as- 
sociation of nations with which Pres- 
ident Harding hopes to supplant the 
League of Nations will be horn ut 
the Washington conference. 

Not only did the President forestall 
the action of congress, which was 
pnssing finally on the nuvul bill con- 
taining the ltornh amendment asking 
the President to negotiate a naval hol- 
iday with Great Hrltain and Japan; 
he also went further than Borah und 
his followers desired and broadened 
the proposition to Include land arm- 
aments. It was feared by uiuny that 
Italy, and especially France, would 
refuse to reduce their military 
strength. France feels that she must 
he guaranteed against another attack 
by Germany, und Italy’s main 
strength Is her army. Borah and 
others thought the inclusion of laud 
armaments might defeat the whole 
plun. hut the administration thinks 
their fears are groundless and that an 
agreement for naval reduction may he 
reached If the question of reducing 
armies is found euihurussitig. Indeed, 
the governments of France nud Ituly 
were as prompt as that of Great Brltuln 
to accept’ Mr. Harding's invitation. 
China's approval of the plan came 
next, and Japuu. after carefully con- 
sidering the Fur Eastern phase of the 
matter, instructed its embassy ut 
Washington to accept, so fur as 
armament reduction Is concerned. 

Before President Harding Issued the 
Informal Invitutlous, the leading states- 
men of Great Brltuln were consulted 
by Ambassador Harvey and also by 
I>r. Nicholas Murray Butler, who was 
reported to be unofficially assisting 
Mr. Harvey In the matter. It is suid 
they informed Washington of the 
psychological moment for taking ac- 
tion. Then Doctor Butler went to 
Paris and talked with French leaders, 
and told correspondents that Presi- 
dent MMlerand was highly enthusiastic 
over the American plan. “French and 
British statesmen agree with me that 
President Harding’s proposal marks a 
turning j»oint lit the history of the 
world." said Doctor Butler. 

Premier Lloyd George's announce- 


incut of the project to the house of 
commons and of the government’s ap- 
proval of it was greeted with pro- 
longed cheering. A few days Inter 
there was talk In London of a separate 
conference there on Pncillc matters 
before the Washington meeting, be- 
cause the premiers of Australia and 
New Zealand snid It would he impos- 
sible for them to go home and return 
to America almost Immediately. When 
this suggestion reached Washington 
tin* administration let It hi known that 
efforts to divert any part of the pro- 
posed conference from the American 
capital would not he acceptable. 

It was said Lloyd George and Lord 
Curzon, foreign minister, would come 
as the representatives of Great Brit- 
ain, and this stirred up an amusing 
row over there. The Times declared 
editorially that neither of those men 
is lltted ‘‘by his position, his tempera- 
ment, and his past career to take u di- 
rect part in these negotiations. 

The premier retorted with an order 
that representatives of the Times, the 
Dnily Mail and the Evening News, all 
controlled by Lord Northcliffe, should 
he denied access to Information given 
out to the press generally at the for- 
eign office and by the prime minister’s 
secretaries at 10 Downing street, llow 
Lloyd George cun Justify such a blow 
nt the liberty and independence of the 
press remains to he seen. Perhaps 
he will not try to do so. 

It Is interesting to note thnt a com- 
mittee of the League of Nations met 
In Luxembourg on Saturday, under 
the presidency of M. Vlviani, to con- 
sider disarmament. Officials of the 
league at Geneva assert the lengue is 
not yet considering abandoning Its dis- 
armament plans because of the action 
of the United States. It will be still 
more Interesting to see what will hnp- 
I>en If both the league and the Wash- 
ington conference ndopt different dis- 
armament projects. 

While the great powers ore thus 
moving toward i>eaee for the world, 
England und Ireland an* moving to- 
ward peace for the British isles. En- 
tnonn De Valera and other Irish lead- 
ers Journeyed to London, and there 
the “President" and Premier Lloyd 
George on Thursday held a private 
preliminary conference to prepnre the 
way for further discussions. The good 
Intentions of both sides to put an end 
to the age-long discord were made evi- 
dent. and there was a general feeling 
of hopeful optimism. “I am sure the 
atmosphere in England and Ireland Is 
right for pouce," snid Mr. De Valera. 
“The only thing that Is necessary now 
Is for us to got down to roqk bottom. 
This Is simply u private conference with 
Mr. Lloyd George, Instead of a long- 
range bombardment, to see wbut cun 
he done at close quarters." 

Sir James Craig, premier of Ulster, 
also went to London to act as spokes- 
man for the northern Irish in case he 
is called upon. However, lie hus been 
bitterly opposed to any parleys be- 
tween the British government and 
Sinn Fein. In Ulster alone the truce 
agreed uikwi has not taken effect. 
There has been a lot of fighting in Bel- 
fast and a number of persons huve 
been killed since the rest of the Island 
abandoned hostilities. 

Only 12 members of the southern 
Irish parliament attended its session 
Wednesday In Dublin, und the lower 
house adjourned “until his majesty 
shall Ik.* pleased to declare his gracious 
will." Under the home rule act the 
parliament might now he dissolved 
and a crown colony government set up. 
hut the British government will take 
no such step until the result of the 
peace negotiations is seen. 

The god of war Is devoting his at- 
tention these days mainly to Asia 
Minor, where the Greek offensive 
against the Turk nationalists Is fairly 
getting under way. The wings of the 
I Greek army advanced resj>ectlvely 
i from the Brusu sector on the north 
and the Ushak sector on the south. 
The movement converged on Kutaiu, 

: on the main line of the Bagdad rail- 
[ way, und at last accounts the two 
forces were engaged in a desperate 
battle for possession of that town and 
the mountain heights nearby. The * 
Greeks are using bombing planes with i 
effect. Kcuiul Busha. leader of the 
1 Turk nationalists, went to the front 1 
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from Angora. He lias warned the al- 
lied high commission nt Constantino- 
ple that if there should he any evi- 
dence that the Greeks are milking use 
of that city or of other points In the 
neutral zone in their operations, the 
nationalists will be obliged to avail 
themselves of the same privilege. Ke- 
mnl told nn American ' correspondent 
the nationalists would welcome "arbi- 
tration by Secretary of StiUe Hughes 
or some other American. 

There was a reiiort thnt \\Tilte Rus- 
sian volunteers, well armed, were re- 
storing the old Polish-German battle 
lines and that the Polish irregulars un- 
der General Zellgowski were attack- 
ing them with armored automobiles. 
In the Vilna district, it wife said, 
the entire peasant population. Wfls* in 
revolt against Zeligowsld’s rule, nnd 
was making successful attucks on his 
forces. 

Backing up the statements of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon, Presi- 
dent I larding went before the senate 
und urged thnt action on the soldier 
bonus bill be deferred indefinitely. 
The reasons given by both the Presi- 
dent and tlie secretary were purely 
financial, and both of them declared 
in effect that if tlie bill were passed 
tux reduction would he Impossible and 
the financial stability of the country 
would be Imperiled. 

“I know the feelings of my own 
breast and that of yours and the grate- 
ful people of this republic,” the Presi- 
dent said. “But no thoughtful person 
possessed with all the facts, is ready 
for added compensation for the 
healthy, self-reliant masses of our 
great armies at the cost of a treas- 
ury breakdown, which will bring Its 
hardships to ull tlie citizens of the re- 
public." 

At tlie same time the President de- 
clared himself most emphuticully In fu- 
vor of the fullest measure of relief 
to the disabled veterans of tlie World 
war. He asked that tlie bonus bill be 
recommitted to the iinunce commit- 
tee, nnd suggested that congress con- 
centrate on tax and tariff revision, 
especially the former. He told the 
senate that “there Is confessed disni>- 
pointment that so little progress has 
been made In the readjustment and re- 
duction of the wur-time tnxes.” 

The Democratic senators began • 
fierce fight against the motion to re- 
commit the bonus bill, Senator Rob- 
inson of Arkunsns assuming the lead- 
ership because Senator Underwood Is 
opposed to the bonus. However, it 
was taken for grunted that the motion 
would prevail. 

The Sweet bill, providing for ade- 
quate relief for disabled veterans and 
for the consolidation of relief agen- 
cies wus favorably reported by the 
subcommittee to the senate finance 
committee, but its progress wus halt- 
ed again when the senators heurd Mr. 
Smoot's prediction, based on oiliciul 
estimates, that the probable Increase 
of expenditure to carry out the pro- 
visions of the measure would be close 
to $500,000,000 annually. 

Though the French declure tlie Leip- 
zig trials of ulleged war criminals are 
farcical, and huve withdrawn from the 
commissions watching the proceedings, 
the triuls are going on, und lust week 
there wus revived interest because two 
German lieutenants were arraigned 
charged with submarine frtghtfulness. 
They conimumled the U-boat that sank 
the British hospital ship Lundovery 
Custle, and are accused of attempting 
to murder the entire [>ersonnel of the 
vessel. Including (lie wounded and the 
Red Cross nurses, after they realized 
tlielr mistake in sinking the ship. The 
defendants refused to testify, but 
members of the crew told how it wus 
decided to h\de ull truces of the crime 
und how the overcrowded lifeboats 
were shelled und sunk. The 
court then surprised the allied watch- 
ers by calling u dozen Germans who 
testified to alleged British atrocities 
at sea. and made the charge that the 
steamship Baraloug tlew the American 
llug when it -unk the German subma- 
rine U-31. Some of them swore the 
British used lifeboats a» decoys und 
carried troops and munitions aboard 
hospital ships. All of this was in- 
tended to Justify tbe acts of the sub- 
marine commanders

On his retirement from the world 
he took a very fuir house In the lower 
end of Grubb street, uml had It pre- 
pared for Ills purpose nnd in such a 
way that the three rooms in which he 
lived enabled him to eut, sleep and j 
write without ever being seen by his 
sorvunts. His food was of the sim- 
plest character, und when his bed was 
making he went Into his study. In all 
of these years he tusted neither llesh, 
list) nor wine. 

On Christmas his table was loaded 
with great cheer, hut of it he never 
tasted, sending It to the poor of tlie 
neighborhood. Ills benefactions to the 
needy were great, nnd his death was 
sincerely mourned by many who had 
never seen him. — Chicago Journal.

W ASI I INI :T< tS . — President 1 lard- 
ing and the cabinet have /de- 
clared war on the Influence of Wash- 
ington bureaucracy against govern- 
ment reorganization. After discovery 
tlmi chiefs of government bureaus bad 
been conducting propaganda against 
tin- administration's pJun to ie..rgn»- 
ize the executive departments the 
President was aroused to action. Dis- 
cussing the situation with the cabinet 
for more than an hour, tbe President 
determined upon a drastic course, 
each member of the cabinet being di- 
rected to serve notice ufion ail bu- 
reau chiefs and Individual employees 
that propaganda against the execu- 
tive effort to reform the government 
niachim-ry would meet with Instant 
dismissal from the service. 

Tiie President did not disclose any 
specific details of organized bureau- 


cratic interference. Inn several in 
slsinces of such action were called t< 1 
his nttent ion. 

He made It clear that the order to 
bun. i ii eb'efs did not mean that they 
would not be gl\en an opportunity to 
express their views on r ■■organization 
lo the eicum's -ii ii w iden lias under- 
taken lids wor'..

STETHOSCOPE TO 
LOC ATE TR OUBLE 

Simple and Convenient Contriv- 
ance Can Be Put Together to 
Find Knock of Engine. 

OPERATION OF DEVICE EASY 

Use of Instrument Will Warn Car 
Owner of Approaching Disturb- 
ances and Will Save Much 
Money in Making Repairs. 

A powerful stethoscope for Toentlng 
knocks In machinery can he made nt 
sninll expense. It consists of a cylin- 
drical chamber about four Inches in 
diameter anil four Inches long, to one 
end of which Is attached a long rod 
to touch the machine being tested. 
From the other end are run two rub- 
ber tubes, one to each ear. The 
cylindrical chamber may he made of 
any convenient material. The rod 
end of the ehnmber Is made, of shint 
steel .007 Inch thick, and the end of 
the rod Is attached to It with rivets. 
Near the other end of the chamber Is 
a copper diaphragm — IG-gnugo mate- 
rial. 

Operation Is Simple. 

The operation of the device Is sim- 
ple. The tubes are placed In the ours, 
and the point of the rod Is rested on 
that part of tne engine from which the

AILING CARBURETOR 

Troubles Are Many and Varied, 
Some Common. 


Little Water In Gasoline Will Cauee 

Disturbance Because It Is Heavy 
and Settles at Bottom — Keep 
Gas Strainers Clean. 

"Carburetor 1 roubles are ninny and 
varied, but there are some which are 
common, and, as a rule, the remedy Is 
simple In these cases," says William H. 
Stewart Jr., president of the Stewart 
Automobile school. "A little wnler In 
the gasoline will cause a lot of trouble. 
Water Is heavier than gasoline and 
settles at the bottom. Therefore, when 
the fuel is low In the tank, any water 
Is likely to he drawn Into the car- 
buretor. 

"The carburetor sometimes acts like 
a man when imbibing too much liquid 
refreshment. It hns a tendency to be- 
come III. This Indicates Hint the float 
valve mechanism is out of order. A 
leaky Ilont will enuse the same trouble. 
If the valve Is lo blame this niny be 
determined by looking nt Its seat. Yf 
the sent Is rough It should he carefully 
ground In with oil and emery by ro- 
tating the spindle on Its sent. A bent 
valve spindle will nlso cause flooding. 
In Mils ense remove the float, place tho 
spindle on n block of wood and 
straighten the bent pnrt with a few 
light taps from n lend hammer. 

"Should the engine bnlk suddenly 
nnd the Ignition system be found to 
he in grind slinpe, the feed pipe Is 
probably choked. Open the drain vnlvo 
of the carburetor and If the fuel docs 
not continue to emerge In a steady 
stream after the float chamber Is 
emptied the trouble Is In the pipe. 
Unscrew the unions at ench end of the 
pipe line and run n wire through Its 
length. Also make sure thnt nil tho 
gns strainers are clean, both nt the 
vacuum tank and carburetor. 

“The set-screw on the butterfly valve 
sometimes becomes loose. This trouble 
Is easily found. Inasmuch ns the engine 
will fail to respond to the movement 
of the throttle. The supply valve In 
the feed pipe nt the tank end should 
fit snugly In Its seat, otherwise It may 
Jar partly shut nnd cut off tho flow of 
gasoline. A leak in the Intake pipe 
will admit ton much nlr In the cylin- 
ders nnd result in n poor mixture, 
which cannot he set by changing the 
adjustments."

Assigned to 
the ship Washington, he becumo gun- 
nery officer; at that time he was the 
youngest officer In the navy to hold 
this position. 

While the Washington was lying 
off r»i>e llutteras a sailor was washed 
overboard In a heavy sea. Risking 
Ills life In tlio waves, Mr. Spafford 
plunged overboard and succeeded In 
rescuing the seaman. Ills bravery 
was recognised In a letter of com- 
mon ilutlon from the secretary of the 
navy. He rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander. 

In 1914 Mr. Spafford resigned from 
the navy to study law at Columbia 
university. 

With the start of the war Mr. Spaf- 
ford offered his services to his coun- 
try and he was made a lieutenant 
commnnder In the navy reserve 
corps. He served for a time as a 
member of the board of Inspection and 
survey, which was In charge of the 
selection of ships to be purchased by 
the government He directed the fit- 
ting out of the first 25 110-foot sub- 
marine chasers built for distance serv- 
ice and established a submarine chaser 
base ut New London, Conn. 

When the American navy became 
active In the Straits of Otranto, Mr. 
Spnfford was sent to establish a sub- 
marine chaser base at Corfu, Greece, 
and later became chief of staff of 
that station. He was In charge of all 
operations and was on the firs' Amer- 
ican submarine chaser whkh de- 
stroyed an enemy Bhlp after locating 
It by the process of sound contact 

When the Austrians surrendered two 
battleships and two destroyers to the 
United States, Lieutenant Commander 
Spafford took them over. Later, he 
Investigated the situation along the 
Dalmatian coast and made a special 
report on Flume to the American 
peace delegation at Paris. He re- 
ceived the Distinguished Service Med- 
al. Mr. Spn.Tord Is a member of 
Manhattan naval post of the Amer- 
ican Legion in New York city.

Mr. Deegan, when asked to give 
some of his working principles, said: 

“I Insist upon every post being rep- 
resented at a county meeting held once 
a month. I visit every post at least 
once or twice a month and for the 
benefit of Legionnaires have arranged 
for a legal committee to take up the 
principal troubles of the boys, without 
cost I find that Legion men have 
absolute confidence In their officers, 
provided they know that they do not 
seek political office at their expense. 
To that end I make every effort to 
keep the organization free from men 
holding appointive offices. 

"Personal contact with your post Is 
absolutely necessary •— telling them 
what Is going on, listening to com- 
plaints and abolishing wherever pos- 
sible parliamentary procedure, because 
delegates oftentimes will come to meet- 
ings nnd fear to speak on a subject 
which Is vital to the Interests of the 
organization, because they do not know 
whether they are in order.” 

During the war Mr. Deegan was at- 
tached to the staff of Gen. George W. 
Goethnlg and was assigned to Inspect 
the army bases along the Atlantic 
coast and Inland army depots. He 
was discharged a major In 1919.

John D. Camp, aged 34, with only 
one leg. giving his address as 234 Ox- 
ford St., Portland, Me., was held 
In Richmond, Virginia, on suspi- 
cion of having murdered John T. 
Mlnson, aged night watchman, in a 
shanty on the banks of the James 
River the night of Jan. 8 last. 

Trial of the eviction cases brought 
by the Blgelow-Hartford Carpet Com- 
pany, Thompsonville, Ct., against 
striking brussels weavers who live in 
the company’s houses was again post- 
poned when attorney William J. Mulli- 
gan, counsel for the weavers, entered 
demand for trial of the cases by Jury. 

Stillman E. Woodman, nominated 
by President Harding to be United 
States Marshal for the Maine district, 
was sheriff of Washington county for 
ten years, retiring last January. His 
home is in Machias. He will succeed 
John S. P. H. Wilson of Auburn, a 
Democrat, appointed seven years ago. 

Worcester, Mass, union paper- 
hangers affiliated with Local 483 .that 
includes practically all men engaged 
in the business in the city, notified 
their employers that they, will take a 
voluntary cut in wages of 10 cents

The 
older boy was sentenced for Involun- 
tary manslaughter and his brother as 
a delinquent 

Property loss of $12^267,037 result- 
ing from 6,111 fires in 1920 was re- 
ported by State Fire Marshal George 
C. Neal of Massachusetts. The loss 
was tbe third highest in any year in 
the history of the state and represent- 
ed an increase of $1,176,110 over 1919. 
Fifty-one of the fires were of incen- 
diary origin. They caused loss esti- 
mated at $183,314. 

An estate valued at nearly one mil- 
lion dollars was left by Seth M. Milli- 
ken. a New York financial leader and 
former Portland, Me, business man 
who died in New York, March, 1920, 
at the age of 84 years, according to 
an inventory filed In the probate court 
by administrators and appraisers. 
Rights and credits aggregate $803,139 
end real estate, $60,256.

Rev. EKswoth W. Phillip*, pastor

Henry Long, third baseman of the 
Waterbury, Ct* Eastern League dub 
equalled the league record for con- 
secutive hitting in Bridgeport, when 
be made two bits, it being the 23d 
straight game in which be has bad 
one or more hits.

Following payment of approximate- 
ly $16,000,000 embezzlement and burg- 
lary claims last year by 30 surety and 
burglary insurance companies, Wil- 
liam B. Joyce, president of the Na- 
tional Surety Company, made public 
what he believes to be the 11 prin- 
cipal causes of the present nation- 
wide crime wave.

But little rain In northern counties 
of Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont since early May, while the rest 
of Now England, though Injured 
somewhat by June drought, received 
rains the end o'f June, according to 
the crop report for July, prepared by 
V. A. Sanders of tbe U. S. Bureau of 
Market and Crop estimates. Hence 
the New England hay crop is one of 
the lightest on record, being 66 per 
cent of normal against 91 per cent 
last year and 89 per cent the average.

In an effort to stimulate building 
and get back to normalcy In the build- 
ing trades, Pittsfield, Maas, contrac- 
tors In teh building trades voted a 
general reduction in wages, to take 
effect Aug 1. The reduction varies 
from 2 1-2 to 90 cents an hour. Tbe 
biggest cut is in the wages of brick- < 
layers and plasterers who have been 
getting $1 36 an hoar. They are cut to 
96 cents an hour. Plumbers, steam- 
fitters and sheet metal workers are 
cut from 90 to 8$ ce n to, and carpen- 
ters and lathers tvom $7 1-t to 8$

LACTIC ACID IS HEALTHFUL 


Clabber Is Relished as Refreshing and 

Wholesome by Many People, Espe- 
pecially If Served With Sugar 
and Sweet Cream. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

"Accidents will happen In the best- 
regulated families." In spile of the 
most careful protection from dust, 
flies, or exposure to the sun, milk oc- 
casionally turns sour in the refriger- 
ator during the hottest mouths. It 
may 1 k< that there is more left-over 
milk than usual, or that the lee sup- 
ply Is low, or that heat or thunder 
have affected the milk. Sour milk, 
nevertheless, has the same food value 
ns It had originally, specialists In the 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture say, because it Is still a source 
of lime for hone building, of protein 
for tissue repair. 

Lactic Acid Considered Healthful. 

The bacteria which have caused 
souring arc not necessarily harmful, 
If the milk was properly cured for, 
and the effect of those which caused 
the development of the lactic acid In 
the milk Is thought by some to he 
beneficial. Many who cannot get but- 
termilk to drink like to churn thick, 
freshly soured milk with an egg heat- 
er till the curds nro broken up into 
line particles, and use it In the same 
way. 

Clabber — the coagulated, semlliqnid 
state of fresh sour milk — is relished 
as refreshing and wholesome by many 
people, especially if served with sugar 
and sweet cream. The addition of 
maple sirup, honey, orange marmalade, 
or other preserves to clabbered cream 
makes a delicious dessert. Vn oxcel-

lent cake tilling can he made of thick, 
sour cream, whipped and sweetened, 
with nuts added. Whipped sour cream 
Is often added to mayonnaise salad 
dressing for fruit salads. 

No housewife needs to be told that 
good gingerbread can he made with 
sour tnilk, as well as corn breads of 
various kinds. In most- recipes where 
sour milk Is used ns n leaven with 
soda, fewer eggs are called for. Very 
good pancakes and cornhread can he 
made with sour milk, omitting eggs 
entirely. Farmers’ Bulletin 565, Corn 
Meal as a Food and Ways of Using 
It, gives no less than nine recipes cull- 
ing for sour milk. Among them is 
this easy way of making Boston Brown 
Bread : 

Boston Brown Bread. 

1 cupful corn meal. 1 teaspoonful salt. 

1 cupful rye meal. % cupful molasses. 


T HERE is unr much tlmt Is new to 
report on the subject of styles in 
blouses, except that with the udvuuce 
of summer the proportion of white 
blouses has grown larger and the pub- 
lic lius developed u taste for those 
models that are higher in the neck ut 
the hark.

Going to the extreme in length — about 
twelve inches — the pepluui transforms 
the blouse into something like u small 
coat, and blouses of this character in 
high colors ure very pretty for eve- 
ning or other dressy wear. 

Fine blouses of white voile, with 
drawn work, hem-stitching und u lit- 
tle simple hand embroidery, we have 
with us in greater force than ever. 
They were always beloved of gentle 
women whose taste runs In the direc- 
tion of sheer, dainty materials and 
tine hand work. These blouses are 
lasting and launder to perfection. They 
look new us long us they last.

If there is only u very little sour milk 
on bund, why not make some cookies? 
They may he made with corn meal. 
Oatmeal cookies are also excellent. 

Corn-Meal Cookies. 

44 cupful fat. 2 cupfuls corn meul. 

Vt cupful corn (4 tcaspoonful soda. 

sirup. 1 cupful Hour. 

44 cupful molasses. 1 teaspoonful clnna- 
1 egg. niun. 

6 tablespoonfuls sour milk. 

Coiuhjne the melted fut, sirup, mo- 
lasses, beaten egg. mid sour milk. Sift 
together the corn meal, sodu. nnd flour. 
Add the liquid Ingredients to the dry 
Ingredients. Drop from a teaspoon 
Into a greased pan and hake 15 min- 
utes in a moderate oven. This recipe 
makes 55 to 00 cookies 2 Inches In 
diameter. 

Sour milk or buttermilk und hukiug 
soda may frequently he substituted 
where the reeljie calls for sweet milk. 
In place of one teaspoonful of baking 
powder a scant liulf teaspoonful of 
sodu Is used to each cupful of sour 
tnilk. Chocolate cuke is particularly 
food when this substitution Is made. 


Two Years of Experimental Work on 

Subject Made by Home Economics 
Kitchen — Much Corn Reported 
Spoiled Last Year. 

(Prepared l>y the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

A little vinegar milled to henna, 
corn, pens, asparagus, or spinach 
when canned by tin* water-bath meth- 
od, will add materially In the reduc- 
tion of loss by spoilage. Moreover, tin* 
time of processing these vegetables 
may he somewhat reduced when a 
sutllclont amount of aeltl Is used, tin* 
home economies kitchen of the United 
States Department of Agriculture re- 
ports after two years of experimental 
work on (lie subject. 

In certain sections of the country 
In 1919 and 1920 canned sweet corn 
did not keep well, whether processed 
continuously or Intermittently. In tho 
home economies kitchen quart cans of 
com processed for less than six hours 
continuously spoiled, while other* 
entitled at the same time, with the 
addition of four tablespoons of vinegar 
to one quart, did not spoil either year, 
although given only two hours process- 
ing. If only three tiihlespoonfuls of 
vinegar are used, process four hours; 
two or three tnhlcspoonfuls of lemon 
juice lo a quart have equally good re- 
sults when processed three hours. 
Corn should always he boiling hot 
when packed into the Jar. 

With spinach and string beans the 
addition of two tiihlespoonfuls of the 
acid proved equally effective in reduc- 
ing spoilage. Vinegar or lemon Juice 
i in the small amounts used modifies 
| to some degree the natural flavor of 
1 the vegetable, hut the acid taste Is 
not objectionable to most persons. 
Moreover, much of the acid taste enn 
he washed off before the vegetables 
are served. Experiments with vinegar 
and other acids In canning vegetables 
will he continued In the kitchen next 


FRESH FRUIT IS EXCELLENT 

It Supplies Some Sugar and the Im- 
portant Mineral Matters, Mild 
Acids and Vitamines. 

Fruit Is fowl. It supplies some sugar 
nnd the Important mineral matters, 
mild fruit acids, nnd vitamines, say 
experts in the United Stales Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ollice of home 
economics. These food substances 
help to keep the body In good health 
and to prevent eon st I pat Ion. 

Use fresh fruit whenever possible 
und can the surplus. Apples, pears, 
plums, peaches, cherries, oranges, 
grapefruit, gropes, bananas, nvocudos, 
berries — the list Is very long. Some- 
where In Ihe United Stales some of 
them are always in season, nnd some 
are in market everywhere much of 
the time. 

Use dried fruits, either home dried 
or those on sale* almost everywhere. 
Soak prunes, dried apples, dried apri- 
cots In water overnight and cook them 
long enough to make them tender. 

Use dates, figs, or raisins. These 
are very good added to breakfast ce- 
real 10 minutes before taking It from 
the stove.

They 
have found out that it is beat to 
keep their cash employed, taming 
over and over and accumulating In- 
ternet or dividends for their benefit 
This la the way they have forged 
ahead.

Flew men were thriftier and few ac- 
cumulated money ae did the late An- 
drew Carnegie, yet Mr. Carnegie rare- 
ly carried much money In hla pockets. 
This lad to a very amusing situation 
on board ship oae day when .the 
“Lnird O’ Sklbo” was on his way to 
Scotland to spend the summer at hia 
Scotch castle. 

At the request of some of the sailors 
Harry Lauder dressed In his native 
costume — kilts and tartan — gave a 
concert before the passengers. In 
keeping with bis promise to the sailors, 
at the close of the concert he passed 
his “tarn” to collect money for the 
benefit of the “Sailors' Orphan Fund.” 
As Mr. Lauder came up to Mr. Car- V 
negie the multi-millionaire felt first in 
one pocket then in another, but 
couldn’t find a dollar.

Idle Money Tempts Thieves 

Eighty -four holdups and robberies 
involving the loss of money in sums 
ranging from a few dollars to a few 
thousand dollars were reported to the 
police of Boston fre.-n Aug. 7, 1920, to 
Mar. 23, 1921, and were verified, while 
a number of other reports were traced 
and found to have been falsa. This 
shows one of the dangers of trying 
to carry idle money on the person or 
leave it in the house or shop where 
it is in danger from thieves and hold- 
up men. Then. also, there is the risk 
of fire destroying it. 

In the asme period 166 injn red” per- 
sons were cared for by the police,) 
there were abont 25 violent deaths and 
^0 persons were stricken ill on the city 


streets, all of whom might have had 
money that could have been taken be- 
fore the police assistance came to 
them. 

Of course, many of the victims of rob- 
bers had their cash restored through 
the efficient work of the police — but 
many others did not because the rob- 
bers escaped or spent the money be- 
fore they were arrested.

Chandler street reported to the police 
that two men appeared before him in 
his room and, pointing a revolver at 
him. took MfiO which he had con- 
cealed in hla bed.

Michael Uvidmnskl of 29 Kirkland 
street was, on Fbb. 9,’ relieved of 
92000 by straagers who played (he 
notorious “handkerchief game” on 
him. 

A dentist and his patient, who was 
sitting in a chair, were held op by two 
men in Dr. Louis Keaton's office, 276 
Tremont street, Nov. 24, the former 
losing IS or $4 and the patient about 
440. 

Earle Goodnough of 11 Hunter 
street lost from 950 to 975 to two 
men who used a gun in holding him 
up on New England avenue, Dec. 18. 

Miss Ellen Cahill of Providence, 
who was a guest at 44 Hillside ave- 
nue. Roxbury. was held up and robbed 
of 98 in cash, a 9500 diamond ring 
and a 9400 fur coat as she was enter- 
ing the door on Mar. 23. 

Four-flushing With Money Foolish

Stories of 
Great Scouts

HOW ISRAEL PUTNAM OUT- 
WITTED THE INDIAN “BEAR” 

In 1758, while General Lyman’t 
tinny was encamped near Fort Edward, 
N. Y., during the French and Indian 
war, sentinels at one outpost began 
to disappear mysteriously. Night after 
night a soldier was posted there and 
the next morning could not be found. 

Only the bravest men In the anny 
were selected for this post. General 
Lyman gave orders for them to call out 
-Who goes there?” three times, if they 
heard any noise, and then If no answer 
came, to lire. But the disappearances 
continued until his men were panic- 
stricken and refused to take such a 
dangerous station. 

At last Israel Putnam, n member of 
Major Rogers’ rangers, volunteered to 
go on guard at that place und solve 
the mystery. One hot summer night 
be heard a rustling In the leaves 
near-by. The sounds were those 
of nn animal scuffling about on the 
ground for food and. peering through 
the darkness, Putnam saw by the faint 
starlight a huge creature, which lie 
recognized ns n bear, slowly shnnt- 
bllng toward him. 

Something In the benr'B gait aroused 
the scout’s suspicion. Putnam obeyed 
tlie general’s orders. lie challenged 
three times and then fired. A loud 
groaning and struggling noise followed 
and when the scout rushed forward 
he found the bear in its death agony. 
Then he turned the animal over. En- 
closed In the shaggy skin, still clutch- 
ing a tomahawk hut stone dead, lay 
n giant Indian. 

The mystery was solved. The other 
sentinels bad believed it was a real 
bear they heard and allowed the dar- 
ing warrior to get near enough to use 
his tomahnwk before they learned 
their mistake. No more sentinels dis- 
appeared. 

Some time after this event, Putnam 
was captured by the Indians, who 
started to burn him at the stake. Just 
as the flames began to scorch his buck- 
skin garments, a heavy rain began 
to fall and put out the tire. The sav- 
ages collected more dry wood and 
again begnn the torture. But again 
they were foiled. 

A French officer appeared upon the 
scene, dashed through the ring of 
flame, kicked the blazing brands sight 
and left and released the scout, telling 
the Indians that he must send Putnam 
to Montreal to be questioned by Gen- 
eral Montcalm. Putnam wns held 
in Canada until an exchange of prison- 
ers allowed him to return to Ills home 
and he lived to become a famous gen- 
erul In the Revolution. 

WHEN ANDY LEWIS FOUGHT 
CHIEF CORNSTALK 

The battle of Point Pleasant on 
September 10, 1774, was the flrst “all-| 
American” battle ever fought on this | 
continent. Europeans had taken part 
In ull Important engagements before — | 
French and .Indians against British 
and Americans. But when Andy Lewis 
and his borderers balled with Chief 
Cornstalk and bis Shuwnees, It wus 
atrletly a native affair. 

Lewis was born in Ireland, hut he 
find come to this country while still 
n child, and he was no less an Amer- 
ican than the frontiersmen he led. He 
fought with George Washington In the 
French and Indian war and he became 
one of the greatest leaders of the co- 
lonial troops. He was six feet two 
Inches tall anil powerful, 

Lewis was chosen by Lord Dunmore i 
In 1774 to lead a picked body of men i 
against the Sliawneea while Dunmore 
attacked them from another direction, j 
Chief Cornstalk knew the two armies, 
were coming and decided to defeut one 
before the other could Join It — a fa- 
vorite trick of Napoleon. 

The Shawnees attacked Lewis’ army 
early one morning. Lewis had taken 
out his pipe when the flrst shot wus , 
tired. He coolly finished lighting bis > 
pipe nnd then, gave the orders to his 
men, who rushed to meet the Indians. 

Both sides fought “Indiun-fushlon," 
•lodging from tree to tree and tuklng ■ 
advantage of every hit of cover. The 
lighting was at a close runge and In 
the smoke-filled forest frontiersmuu 
and ludiun caiue hand to hand — toma- 
hawk against hunting knife. 

Late iu the afternoon the Indiana 
gave way, but there was no rout. 
Cornstalk was too good a general for 
that and the Americans paid dearly 
for every foot of ground they won. 
That right Lewis held iMjgscselon of 
the hnttletleld. hut he had won It at a 
terrible cost— 75 men killed and 140 
wounded. Andy Lewis und his bor- 
derers hud won the greatest Indian 
battle in early American history. 

• Andy Lewis did not have a chance , 
to make a name for himself in the 
War of the Revolution which soon fol- 
lowed. He wus passed over for gen- 
erals of less ability und he died in 
1780. an embittered, broken-hearted 
old man. The fate of his opponent, 
Cornstalk, hud also been a sad one. 
Iu 1777 he came to a fort on the Ohlc 
on a friendly mission. He was arrest- 
ed and thrown into prison. While 
there (lie great Shawnee leader wai 
treacherously murdered by a inob ot 
soldiers In revenge for the death of a 
comrade who hud been killed by In- 
diana.

Another legislative event which In n 
way has to do with war, or with prep- 
aration or lack of preparation for it, 
Is the signing of the army bill by the 
President. The regular army of the 
United States Is to be cut to 150,000 
men. 

It Is said that the president signed 
this last measure with extreme reluc> 
tnnee. If he had not signed it. It would 
bnve been necessary to pass the army 
appropriation bill again, nnd daring 
the time that It would take to pass it 
In the form which the President could 
approve, the service would be without 
money to run It. It Is understood that 
President Harding hopes legislation will 
he enacted quickly which will snve 
some of the situations which have 
been produced by the great decrease 
In the enlisted personnel of the land 
forces of the country. 

It can be said that while the sec- 
retary of war and the army authorities 
generally are totally opposed to the 
great reduction In the size of the 
army, the decrease Is not their sole 
concern. Sentiment nnd sympathy en- 
ter into the mntter. By October 1 the 
army must he cut down to the figures 
given. This means that thousands of 
men who entered the army willing U> 
serve their country must be discharged 
by arbitrary means nnd forced back 
Into the civil life to try to find em- 
ployment. 

“Non-Coms” Must Suffer. 

Another matter which Is of high 
concern to the service generally Is the 
fact thnt the cut In the army means 
that hundreds upon hundreds of men 
who have risen to non-commissioned 
rnnk by attention to duty nnd by ex- 
emplary service must of necessity lose 
their chevrons und become privates 
ngnln. 

Army officers say thnt good non- 
commissioned officers are Just ns es- 
sential ns good commissioned officers 
nnd thnt the men who worked hard to 
get their chevrons, although they may 
be retained In the service ns privates, 
will be so discouraged by their loss of 
rank thnt they will either go Into 
civil life ns soon ns their enlistments 
expire, or will ask to he included In 
the lists of the nipn who nre almost 
at once to he arbitrarily discharged. 

Returning to the agreement for 
pence with Germany, there is some 
amusement In Washington because 
both houses of congress claim n vic- 
tor)’ In the compromise which hns 
been effected. Senator Knox, who orig- 
inated the resolution for pence, de- 
clares that he Is entirely satisfied, nnd 
Intimates that the house has surren- 
dered to his view of the case. The 
house, on the other hand, says that 
the senate 1ms accepted the house 
amendments which make radical 
changes In the original sennte proposi- 
tion, nnd that the victory Is a house 
victory. 

War Act Not Repealed. 

The main thing Is that the house 
succeeded In changing the Knox reso- 
lution so that Instead of repealing the 
congressional act declaring that war 
existed with Germany, the resolution 
simply puts an end to the war. It Is 
held by the ex-soldiers of the country 
that to repeal the war resolution would 
he construed In a way as meaning 
that the United States was sorry that 
It had declared war. 

This view of the ease wns taken by 
the house of representatives, and It 
succeeded In chunglng the Knox docu- 
ment so thnt the war simply is de- 
clared to be ut un end. It Is a puzzle 
to some people In Washington to know 
why the 1’ennsylvanlu senator desired 
the repeal. 

One section of the resolution Is in- 
tended to cover cases of deserters from 
the United States army who have 
found refuge In other countries. Of 
course, the ease of Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, now In Germany, from which 
vantage point he has been sneering at 
the American authorities, was the 
moving reason for the insertion of this 
provision. 

The siieclfic paragraph which covers 
the cases of the deserters is that noth- 
ing contained In the resolution shall 
he construed nor he effective “to ter- 
minate the military status of any per- 
son now In desertion from the mili- 
tary or naval service of the United 
States, nor to terminate the liability 
to prosecution and punishment coder 
the selective service law, approved 
May 18, 1917, of any iterson who failed 
to comply with the provisions of said 
act. or of acts amendatory thereof." 

Shift In Dawes' Plana. 

There has been a sudden shift in 
the plans of Charles G. Dawes, di- 
rector of the budget. In his pre- 
liminary statement concerning Lis 


work, which will l>e nn attempt to 
cut the e\|>enscs of government, Gen- 
eral Dawes said that he had but five 
months In which to prepare the bud- 
get for the opening session of congress 
In December, a budget which would 
outline probable expenses anil prob- 
able revenues for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 , 1022. Suddenly an- 
nouncement Is made thnt nn attempt 
will be made to accomplish much sav- 
ing during the tlscul year beginning 
July 1, 192L 

President Hnrdlng called Budget Di- 
rector Dawes Into consultation nnd 
asked him If he did not think It would 
be possible to get the heads of the 
departments nnd of the burenus to- 
gether and to determine If It would 
not be possible to save a lot of money 
out of the sums nlrcndy appropriated 
by congress for the fiscal year which 
was about to begin. 

The director said, “I'll try." In Ills 
preliminary statement he had spoken 
of live months as an exceedingly short 
time In which to prepare for savings 
In the fiscal year which does not be- 
gin until the summer of 1922, nnd this 
shows what the exertion must be to 
accomplish a like result ngnlnst the 
appropriations nlrcndy tuado nnd 
which nre to carry the government 
through the tlscul year which began 
July 1. 

Of course the fiscal year already is 
here, nnd expenditures are being 
made, hut by August 1 the hope Is 
that there will he nn understanding 
of the situation which will be thor- 
ough enough to enable decisive cuts 
to he made in the expenditures for 
the rest of the year. It Is not be- 
lieved In Washington that as much 
saving can he accomplished this year 
as next, a belief which is natural be- 
cause of the necessity of working so 
rapidly in the work of present-day 
saving. 

Meeting With Bureau Heads. 

The dny after President Harding 
nnd Director Dawes had their confer- 
ence, a mass meeting of the heads of 
departments and bureaus was called. 
The various officials met in the audl- 
torlum of the department of Interior, 
nnd President Hurdlng presided, nn 
unusual thing for u president to do. 
It was explained that the director had 
been nsked to prepare an absolutely 
new budget and that Its maximum it 
was hoped would he below the mini- 
mum amount provided for any exist- 
ing governmental expenditures. 

There seemed to he at the meeting 
an enthusiasm on the part of the 
chiefs of the various bureaus for the 
work which Is in hand. They prom- 
ised individually and collectively to 
study the situation and to report on 
all cases In which It seemed that 
money might be saved, and also to 
report on the ways und meuns of sav- 
ing it. 

It has been known for yenrs thnt 
men who have been at the heads of 
bureaus In Washington for a long 
time always were unxious to make a 
showing of economy In their work, 
hut they have been powerless In the 
face of the fact that appropriations 
were made for this work und that 
work, and although the chiefs might 
think thut the cost was to be exces- 
sive, the nctuul spending of the money 
wus In other hands, nnd It has be- 
come a truism that men who spend 
government money are anxious to 
spend it all, not necessarily simply 
because they want to spend It, but 
because they think perhaps thut bet- 
ter results can he obtulned by big 
purse methods. 

Closer Supervision Needed. 

It Is believed In Washington that If 
government work could he carried on 
us the work of a good many private 
enterprises Is carried on, great econ- 
omies could l>e accomplished. In 
some government construction work 
there never has been the sharp super- 
vision over the employees tlmt an eco- 
nomical-minded superintendent of a 
private corporation exercises. In some 
ways Uncle Sam Is un easy boss. 

Of course as a result of a study of 
the budget, und of the enterprises for 
which the money Is to he si>ent, at- 
tempts will he made to determine 
whether or not the work can he doue 
at a less cost than the original ap- 
praisers thought It could he done. So, 
for Instance, if ten million dollars are 
appropriated for a specific object and 
the students of the sltuutiou think It 
can he done for nine million dollars, 
a trial will he made and the treasury 
may benefit to the extent of one mil- 
lion dollars. 

It must not be understood that the 
Institution of the budget system will 
prevent congress from inuklng any ap- 
propriations for anythlug that It sees 
fit. Congress cuunot tuke away 
through the enactment of laws the 
powers which are granted to It by the 
Constitution, 

Nebula Nicknames. 

Many of the Rowing gas clouds la 
the heuvens, known as nebula, present 
shapes that have given rise to nick- 
names, used by astronomers as alter- 
natives of the more formal catalogue 
uumbers of these objects. Among 
these are the Keyhole nebula, the 
Crab nebulu, the l’luwheel nebula, the 
Dumbell nebula, the Owl nebula, the 
Horseshoe or Swan nebula, the Whirl- 
pool nebula, the Omega nebula and 
the North American nebula. The out- 
line of the latter bears a rather strik- 
ing resemblance to that of the North 
American continent.

WORK DONE BY HUMAN HEART 

Doubtful If Any Machine Made by 
Man Can Equal It In Amount of 
Labor Performed. 

The pulse of the great Napoleon Is 
said to huve made only 50 beats a 
minute. Eighty is not an unusual 
number. But, supposing the case of 
a heart that beats 75 times a minute, 
expelling ten cubic inches of blood at 
ench “stroke," It Is apparent that the 
little pump delivers 45 cubic Inches in 
one hour, over a million cubic inches 
In a day, or (as may easily be reck- 
oned) uhout seven thousand tons of 
vital fluid in a twelvemonth. In fig- 
uring this out, a scientist culls atten- 
tion to the fact that a human heurt 
has four compartments — two auricles 
aud two ventricles. The auricles are 
merely reservoirs. The energy devel- 
oped by the pump is furnished by the 
right and left ventricles — the right 
one sending Impure blood to the 
lungs aud the left one forcing 
the pure blood Into circulation. 
The left ventricle alone uses in 
a day enough energy to rulse one 
ton DO feet. All the blood pumped by 
oue heart engine in one year would 
suffice to fill a tank 61 feet long, 61 
feet wide and 61 feet high. Or, if 
the tank were cylindrical aud 50 feet 
In diameter, It would huve to be 115 
feet high In order to hold the 1,700,- 
000 gulloas pumped by u single heart 
In the course of a year.

Entirely too ninny fnns lmvc an 
Idea that umpires stick to their bad 
decisions out of sheer btillhendod- 
ticss. Those fnns arc almost Invari- 
ably wrong. Every umpire time and 
ngnln In the season understands In a 
flash, nftor he has decided one wny, 
thnt he should have decided another, 
but if he reversed himself, thus en- 
couraging kicks, protests and delays, 
lie would lose his Job In short order, 
writes Tom Bice In the Brooklyn 
Engle. 

Very few fnns atop to consider why 
the rule ngnlnst umpires reversing 
themselves on decisions of fact Is al- 
most as unalterable as the laws of 
the Mcdes and Persians, hut the rule 
is absolutely necessary If any hall 
game Is to be finished In less time 
than Is required for one of those 
three-day cricket matches. 

If umpires were to hoed arguments, 
proofs nnd figures nnd reverse thorn- 
selves, they would do nothing hut hold 
court, nnd few bnll games would go 
more than one inning, ns enough dis- 
puted decisions would ordlnnrll.v arise 
In the first round to keep the limp 
engnged nil the rest of the afternoon. 

Long nnd painful experience hns 
taught the powers thnt he In baseball 
that It Is better to lay It clown ns n 
definite principle thnt an umpire shall 
stick by his decision, oven when ho 
realizes on second thought that he 
was wrong, tlinn it is to encourage 
the players in the belief thnt If they 
talk long and loudly enough they can 
porsunde him to reverse himself. 
While cases occasionally arise In 
which nn umpire would he justified In 
reversing himself, such n reversal, 
based upon new evidence, so to sjteak, 
would lend to Interminable argu- 
ments nnd proffers of new evidence 
upon nil close plays.

The ohl Buyable Inn at North Wey- 
mouth wiw the scene of an accident 
last Saturday afternoon, in which a 
score or more of people were more 
or lees bruised and otherwise injured, 
when the wide piUzza on the front of 
the Inn collapsed, precipitating a mass 
of humanity to the ground IB feet 
below. 

A month ago the Inn was taken by 
the Gray Nuns of the Holy Cross 
Cathedral ns a rest house for women 
nnd children. The place wus named 
St. Helena's- Rest, and Saturday after- 
noon was the official opening of 
the home, and « large number of 
guests were present. Cardinal O'Con- 
nell and Monsignor Spillane were to 
hare been present, but had not ar- 
rived at the time of the accident, al- 
though report had it otherwise. 

A hundred or more men and wom- 
en had been enjoying whist for a 
couple of hours. At the dose of the 
game a large number went to the 
table where the prizes were displayed 
and this caused the collapse of the 
piazza. 

The crash of the timbers and the 
shriek is of the' frightened guests was 
terrifying nnd a crowd collected al- 
most insflontly at the scene of the 
accident.

Mr. Tlrrell said the plumbing would 
be permanent and would accommo- 
date portable building. 

Mr. Voille said Weymouth ought to 
be proud of its High school prospects, 
and be hoped the appropriation would 
be voted unanimously. Our children 
should be thoroughly educated. 

A member asked if the plumbing 
was defective. 

Mr. Tlrrell said it was now inad- 
equate and that thei system was worh 
out.

Japan, Reassured, Is Expected to 
Enter the Conference at 
‘ Washington. 

MAY BAR SOME QUESTIONS 

Britain Offers Southern Ireland Do- 
minion Rule Within Empire — New 

Crisis Over Upper Silesia — Gover- 
nor of Illinois Indicted for Al- 
leged Embezzlement. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Japan, self-conscious, rather sus- 
picious and knowing both the strength 
und the weakness of her position In 
the Orient, has been withholding tier 
acceptance of President Harding’s in- 
vitation to the Washington conference 
in so t fnr as the discussion of Pacific 
problems is concerned. But repeated 
conversations between Secretary 
Hughes and Ambassador Shidelmru 
ure serving to dissipate her vague ob- 
jections and It Is believed her com- 
plete acceptance will not be much long- 
er delnyed. Mr. Hughes made It clear 
to the ambassador that the sovereign- 
ty of Japan can Rssert Itself at the 
conference as freely as that of any 
other power, thnt the United Stntes 
bus no disposition to draw hard and 
fast lines with regard to the subjects 
that shall be discussed and that It 
would be most unfortunate if a hostile 
or suspicious attitude should develop 
before the conference begins. It Is 
understood, at this writing, that the 
mikado’s cabinet has virtually agreed 
that Japan shall enter the conference 
without restrictions, having faith In 
the good intentions of the other par- 
ticipants. 

The Japanese people, however, and 
their prominent leaders, are not 
unanimous in approval of that course, 
many fearing the conference will he 
dominated by the Anglo-Suxons and 
will result in the strangling of Jupan's 
economic and political development In 
Asia. There Is also a tendency, not 
confined to unofficial circles, to Insist 
that the mntter of race equality be 
made an Issue at Washington und that 
the emigration rights of the Japanese 
be definitely fixed. It Is reported, too, 
that the cabinet has decided the Japa- 
nese representatives shall not enter In- 
to discussion of questions affecting 
the sovereign rights of participating 
nations or of the Shuntung and Yap 
questions, which It holds were settled 
by the Furls peace conference. So far I 
as Yap Is concerned, It Is believed the 
negotiations between the United States 
and Japan will have been concluded 
and u friendly settlement of the dis- 
pute reached long before the confer- 
ence* assembles. 

The Invitation to China to partici- 
pate In the discussions of Pacific i 
questions has brought on some com- 
plications. In the first place it ls<*v- 
sponslble for much of Japan’s sus- 
picion. Then, too. It was directed of 
course to the Peking government and 
now Ur. Sun Yat Sen's constitutional 
government of South China protests, 
through Its representative In Washing- 
ton. that the Peking government Is not 
qualified to represent the whole of 
f'ldna and the Canton government also 
should be asked to participate. 

Premier Lloyd George, it Is an- j 
n on need In London, will attend the 
conference unless the unforeseen hap- 
pens. With hliu, presumably, will be 
Foreign Secretary Curaon; and It Is 
likely the dominion premiers will be 
there too. though the British empire 
will t*e represented as u unit. Great 
Britain has abandoned Its tentative 
plan to have a preliminary conference 
in Ix>udon on Far Kastern mutters. 

"President” Eamonn de Yalera had 
another meeting with Premier Lloyd 
George Thursday, und soon thereafter 
departed for lrelund carrying the gov- 
ernment^ final offer of home rule for 
the laland within the empire, practi- 
cally like that enjoyed by South Africa. 


Tills he will submit to the Irish “re- 
publicans” whose decision, he hits as- 
serted, he will nhide by. The plan was 
first given In detail to the British 
cabinet and received Its almost unani- 
mous upproval. Premier Smuts of 
South Africa again had taken a hand 
In the settlement and had suggested 
fiscal alterations which were adopted. 

Thus the prospects for Irish peace 
are fairly good, despite the fact that 
Ulster and the extreme Unionists re- 
main to lie satisfied. Sir James Craig, 
the Ulster premier, after meeting 
Lloyd George In London, returned to 
Belfast to consult his government. He 
declared Ulster would not yield its 
right of self-determination, that Its 
separation from southern Ireland was 
an accomplished fact, and that “It 
now only remains for Mr. de Valera 
and the British people to come to 
terms regarding the area outside of 
that of which 1 am prime minister." 
He emphatically repudiated the Sinn 
Fein nrgument that Ulster Is in the 
minority and must bow to the ma- 
jority In Ireland, admitting the unity 
of the island and accepting self gov- 
ernment, if it gets It. from Ireland as 
a whole. Up to date De Valera und his 
colleagues have not abandoned this 
Sinn Fein position. It remains to he 
seen which side will yield. For the mo- 
ment, nt least, the attitude of the peo- 
ple of southern Ireland Is more peace- 
ful and conciliatory thnn that of the 
northern Irish. 

Upper Silesia comes to the front 
again, with prospects of renewed trou- 
ble which may result in another out- 
break of hostilities nnd even In a 
break among the entente allies. Con- 
vinced that the situation there was ex- 
tremely critical, France usked Great 
Britain and Italy to join her In sending 
reinforcements to the region. The 
British foreign office replied belittling 
the danger und proposing that a meet- 
ing of the supreme council lie held on 
July 27. To this Premier Brlund re- 
sponded with u note announcing that 
France Intended to reinforce the Upper 
Silesian contingent and ugnln asking 
Great Britain and Italy to follow 
suit, insisting on the necessity of a 
committee of experts to hold a meet- 
ing Immediately to Investigate Upper 
Slleslu and to draft n frontier, and 
announcing thnt Frnnce was not pre- 
pared for a supreme council meeting 
until the experts have reuched a de- 
cision, und the allies are in u position 
to enforce the decision ns to the Up- 
per Silesian boundary by adequate 
forces in the disputed territory. Dis- 
patches from Purls said 10.000 troops 
were to he sent at once to Upper Si- 
lesia. with artillery, tanks und planes. 

There was a chance that America 
would he called on to mediate. Onr 
position in rejoining the supreme 
council was that we would take no 
part in questions affecting territorial 
and frontier adjustments unless gen- 
eral peace were threatened. Some 
diplomat* believe that point has been 
reached. Naturally there is intense 
satisfaction in German official circles 
over the prospects of a split among 
members of the entente. 

The advance of the Greeks In Asia 
Minor lias been continuous, the Turk 
Nationalists retiring before it without 
putting up many serious fights. Lust 
week King Constantine's forces 
reached and occupied the Important 
railway junction of Eski-Shehr. Tills 
cuts i lie rail route to Angora, the 
capital of the Kemallsts, hut the rail- 
ways already have been destroyed. 
Military experts in Constantinople be- 
lieve the Turks plan to draw on the 
Greeks until their lines arc unduly 
extended und then try to exhaust them 
by a series of Irregular attacks 

In Albania the Mlrdites, a Christian 
tribe, have proclaimed an independent 
republic and elected a president. The 
Albanian government has ordered a 
general mobilization to repress the re- 
bellion of the Mirdites. 

The United Stutes has been sound- 
ing the German government on the 
pro|Mjsal to negotiate u separate peace 
in accordance with President Har- 
ding's program. The pact. It is un- 
derstood, will embody such features 
of the Versailles treaty as are not re- 
of settlement of war accounts to be 
virtually Identical with those ltn|*oued 
by the allies It Is believed Berlin 


will see the wisdom of signing such n 
treaty without great delay. 

Meanwhile a movement for fin* rc- 
cnll of tin* American troops in Ger- 
many has started in the senate. Mr. 
Borah introduced n resolution calling 
on the secretary of war for nil data 
as to the size of the army of occupa- 
tion, the cost of maintaining it nnd the 
payments of the German government 
for Its expenses. The senate promptly 
adopted the resolution without a roll 
call or n dissenting voice. 

The tariff bill, having been passed 
by the house, is now before the senate 
but if present plans are followed that 
body will not net on it finally until 
legislation to revive tuxes lias been 
enacted. Tills Is In accord with the 
understood wish of the administration. 
The prospect for considerably lower 
tuxes, however, was dimmed some- 
what by the rather startling state- 
ments made by A. D. Lasker, new 
chairman of tlie shipping board. He 
asserted thnt his investigations have 
revealed the fact that the board 
operated last fiscal year at a net loss 
of $380,000,000, and predicted that dur- 
ing tin* present fiscal year the loss 
from operations alone will be $150.- 
000,000. Mr. Lasker said the records 
of the board were In deplorable con- 
dition and thnt if it had been n private 
business concern the corporation 
would have been In receiver’s hands 
long ago. He Indicated that appro- 
priations of $300,000,000 would he 
needed for this year, but later he 
asked congress for only $125,000,000 
for the next six months. The formal 
request for this sum was made through 
Director of Budget Dawes nnd with 
the approval of President Harding. 

Prodded to quick action by a pre- 
liminary report of the special commis- 
sion on soldiers' relief, which scored 
the government for neglect of disabled 
veterans, the senate on Wednesday 
passed the Sweet bill without a dis- 
senting vote. An amendment was 
adopted designed to transfer from tin* 
ex-servlee men to the government tin* 
burden of proof In establishing the 
origin of disabilities. In some other 
respects the bill as passed by the 
house was altered. As passed by tin* 
sennte the measure provides: For the 
creation of a veterans’ bureau, respon- 
sible directly to tin* President, consol- 
idating all soldier relief agencies; for 
the decentralization of the compensa- 
tion nnd Insurance machinery now op- 
erated by the war risk bureau, and 
for the liberalization of compensation 
awards so as to relieve any former sol- 
dier suffering from ailments for which 
the war service was responsible. 

Director of tin* Budget Dunes has 
Informed President Harding Hint it 
will be possible to save about $112,- 
512,028 In tin* government expendi- 
tures for tin* current year.

BLOW-OUT PATCH FOR 
USE IN EMERGENCIES 

Using Temporary Repair Too 
Long Is Big Mistake. 


it Should Be Removed and New Sec- 
tion Built in Tire to Enable It to 
Give Balance of Milage of 
Which It le Capable. 

Using a blow-out pnteh too long 
'B a costly one to motorists. Tliisputcb 
Is n car owner’s first und best remedy 
for a blow-out on the road, but It Is a 
temporary and not a permanent re- 
pair. 

A blow-out patch Is only to assist In 
the roadside emergency. After the 
emergency is past. It should be re- 
moved and a permanent section built 
In the tire to enable it to give the bal- 
ance of the mileage of which It is capa- 
ble. 

When the patch Is made to answer 
the purpose of a permanent repair, t lie 
warping of the tire Incident to contact 
with the road causes the patch to se- 
riously chafe the Inside of the car- 
cass. The result Is that where n small 
and Inexpensive repair would have 
been sufficient If taken In hand at 
once, an expensive repair Is now need- 
ed. And often the damage Is beyond 
cure. 

The fact that a blow-out patch Is 


not built Into the enrenss, hut Is sep- 
arate from It, increases Its tendency to 
chew the fabric, creating friction if a 
permanent repair Is too long neglected. 

The blow-out caused by n trend cut 
Is usually a clean-cut hole. If It Is 
ragged looking, a severe bruise Is prob- 
ably the cause. If the fabric Is badly 
raveled nnd tom apart, fabric separa- 
tion Is often the reason. 

The motorist who would escape 
this form of tire trouble should avoid 
running over broken glass ; should 
guard ngnlnst driving Into curbs, 
along the road, and against rocks, nnd, 
above all, should have his tires regu- 
larly inspected by a competent tire 
surgeon.

DETAIL OF CANVAS FASTCNUM 


Automobile Camping la Made Poeeible by the Portable Bed, Table and Grate, 
Which Can Be Packed on the Running Board of the Car. 


1 To automobile owners who wish to 
1 avoid the uncomfortable hotel with Its 
hot, stuffy rooms, the camping outfit 
i Illustrated makes Its strongest up- 
| i»eul. It requires only n few minutes 
■ to set up camp, und the outdoor ineul 
! and sleep may be enjoyed even bet- 
j tor tlmn In the usuul cramped, Incon- 
venient, permanent camp. 

Make Full-Sized Bed. 

A full-sized, substantial bed Is made 
hy fitting lengths of 1-Inch pipe to- 
gether with side-outlet tees, to form 
n frame 5 by dV£ feet. The |iipe need 
not he screwed tightly Into the tees, 
and can thus he tuken apart easily. 
The two legs at the outer end are 
-crewed iuto the teoB and Into floor 
flanges, which rest on the floor. The 
height of the legs depend on the height 
of the running board, to which the 
other end of the bed Is utt ached hy 
a bolt, as shown In the detull. The 
awning support Is also In 1-ineh pipe, 
with side-outlet tees at the centers. It 
is supported by short lengths of pl|>e, 
which screw Into the pipe caps on the 
running board of the car, and Into 
tees at the outer edge, or foot, of the 
lied. Slxteeu-ounce canvas is used for 
the mattress, In Which wide hems are 
sewed with very strong seams. The 
pipes at the aide are slipped Into the 
hems. At the ends the mattress la 
held by stout cords, laced through 
eyes In the canvas, so that It can be 
tightened and loosened as required. 
The awning Is 8 or 10-ounce canvas, 
made like a tent to fit easily over the 
pipe frame. The sides should be mad* 
to roll up and fasten with straps.. If 
these rolls are too long to carry con- 
veniently the curtains may be cut In 
two and lapped over when In use. 

Pleasures of Camp Fir*. 

Cooking over * camp fire Is one of 
the pleasures of camping, and a good 
grate will diminish the danj^r of food 


falling Into the fire. The grate shown 
In the sketch bus a substantial IS hy 
24-lncli frame of 3-1(5 by 1 *4 -Inch 
strap iron, bolted together at the cor- 
ners. The legs are 12 by 4-lnch strap 
hinges, boiled to the frame. Heavy 
Vi-lneh mesh wire screen Is riveted 
to roll up and fasten with straps. Jt 
Is only the work of a few seconds to 
set up the grate over a fire. 

At meal times, the bed Is quickly 
converted Into a table. It Is only 
necessary to provide five %-!nch 
boards 5 feet 2 Inches long, and 12 
itches wide. These are laid u cross 
the bed frame; grooves should la* cut 
in the bourds where they will rest on 
the pipes, to keep them from being 
pushed endways. The awning flaps 
roll up out of the way, and the lood 
Is protect* d by the awning above. 

Store in Small Space. 

Since all parts of the outfit can be 
taken down und the pieces stored iu 
very little spuce It is possible to fit 
beds to both sides of the car, and thus 
provide for a party of four persons. 
The pipes und hoards pack onto the 
running board, where they are field hy 
stout straps. If the 0%-foot pipes for 
the side of the bed are found to t>e 
too long to be carried easily, It Is 
not difficult to cut them In two and 
telescope the ends Into a piece of 
larger pipe at the joint In the mid- 
dle. as shown In tlie detail. This 
method Is much to be preferred to us- 
ing an ordinary threaded Coupling, 
which rnakeB but a weak Joint Cor such 
a purpose. 

Practically no family which pos- 
sesses a car need forego all the pleas 
ures of camping, when the outfit can 
be so cheaply and easily made. It will 
pay for itself many times In added 
health and the pleasure derived. —

HOW CAN A MAN LEARN? 

M R. QABllETT P. 8KRVI9S, who 
mode himself out of n newspa- 
per mnn Into a Hclentlst, tells how he 
recently received n letter from a sec- 
tion hnnd on n railroad who related 
how he had taught himself astronomy 
and Latin because he was Interested 
In the stars and the poet Virgil.

''uneducated" made the curious re- 
mark, "I have found that I can lenrn 

anything that gives me plensure.” 

That throws a bright light on the 
whole subject of educntlon.

At this time of the year when the 
universities are turning out their 

grudimtes by the thousands the ques- 
tion of training naturally arises In the 
minds of those who have sons and 
daughters to prepare for the future. 

Is it possible that the case of Mr. 
Servlss' section hand, who found In- 
tellectual sulvntlon for himself, and 
by himself. Is no different from that 
of many who had all the “advantages 
of the higher education?" For their 
educntlon only reully begun when 
they left college.

Charles Darwin, the greatest mnn of 
science of his age, regarded the time 
that he had spent nt the university as 
waited, 

Herbert Spencer was all his life n 
solitary Investigator and thinker. 

Thomas Henry Hanley had to 
abandon Ids university work and enrn 
his living after he had passed the 
llrst medical examination of the Uni- 
versity of London. 

John Tyndall educated himself In 
science as a member of the ordinance 
survey. 

What Is the explanation of the 
careers of these four distinguished 
men? Obviously It Is this, that they 
found It easy, as the section hand did, 
to learn anything thnt gave them 
pleasure. Much education Is wasted 
because men take no pleasure In It. 
This, too. Is surely the explanation 


of the astonishing achievements of 
Madame Curie, the most brilliant 
feminine "mnn of science" that we 
know anything about.

Great schools and great universities 
provide no easy or royal rond to learn- 
ing. They give young men a chance 
to meet others who are Interested In 
the same subjects. They provide the 
“emulation” which the philosopher 
Francis Rncon regarded as so impor- 
tant. 

Rut it remains for the Individual 
who has been through the mill of a 
higher education to pick out for him- 
self the path thnt he Is to tread. 

Systems of education nre Important 
In the case Of the average mnn, but 
of slight importance In thnt of the 
mnn of genius or great talent.

THE ROM ANCE O F WORDS 

-HAIL.MARK.- 

T O SAT thnt something bears 
the "hnll-mark" has come 
to mean that It Is genuine, un- 
adulterated, above suspicion and 
the expression is now fre- 
quently applied to men, though 
In the beginning it was affixed 
only to articles of gold or sil- 
ver. 

Strictly speaking, the hall- 
mark Is the official stamp used 
by the Goldsmiths’ company in 
England as a proof of the purity 
of various metals, the name be- 
ing derived from the Jewelers’ 
guild or hall and not from any 
resemblance to a hnllway In the 
stamp Itself. The hall-mnrk for 
London is a leopard’s head; for 
Dublin a harp; for Glasgow a 
tree and a salmon with a ring 
In Its mouth; for Birmingham, 
nn nnclior; for Exeter, n castle 
with two wings; for Sheffield, 
n crown, etc. In addition to 
these marks, which Indlcnte the 
place nt which the metal was 
assayed, there nre other sym- 
bols showing the purity of the 
metal. These symbols nre ex- 
pressed in the form of enrnts 
for gold and the "sterling” and 
"standard" marks for silver, the 
former meaning thnt there are 
11 ounces and 10 pennyweight 
of pure silver to the troy pound, 
and the latter thnt there nre 11 
ounces and two pennyweight, 
the standard for British silver 
coins. The addition of n letter, 
signifying the year In which the 
assay was made, completes the 
“hnll-niark" and Insures the 
genuineness of the muterinl 
used.

M UTTON Is clnssed with beef In 
nutritive value, not quite so 
high in protein, but higher in fat than 
beef. Like beef It Is easily digested 
and usually served rare. The strong 
flavor of mutton may be reduced by 
removing the skin, nnd if the flavor Is 
6t 111 objectionable, mask It with hlgh- 
ly-seusoned sauces or vegetables. 

Braised Breast of Mutton. 

Line,, bottom of a casserole with a 
few slices of bueon ; lay on It n breast 
of mutton ; cover with slices of peeled 
lemon; add more bacon, one onion 
sliced, then pour on half a pint of 
stock and cook on the back part of I 
the stove until the muton is tender. 

Onion 8auee. 

Cut six large white onions iuto 
quarters and cook for ten minutes In 
boiling water; drain them; add a cup- 
ful of butter and simmer In a covered 
saucepan until they ure very tender; 
press through coarse- sieve and sprin- 
kle with a tablespoonful of flour, mix- 
ing well, then add one teaspoonful of 
sugar and salt to season, and one-half 
cupful of cream. Cook until the flour 
Is well cooked. This sauce* Is espe- 
cially favored to serve with loin chops. 

Veal With Onions. 

Brown a slice of veal in an Iron 
frying pan. cover with sliced onions, 
two bay leaves, four peppercorns 
and enough boiling water to cover. 
Cook slowly until the meat is tender. 

Tomato Sauce. 

Cook one cupful of stewed toma- 
toes with a stalk of celery, u sliced 
onion, a few cloves and salt and pep- 
per. Cook together two tablespoon- 
fuls each of butter wttbr flour and add 
to the strained tomatoes. Cook until 
smooth, thick and well seasoned. 

Cream Horseradish Sauce. 

Whip one-third of u cupful of cream 
until stiff; stir In three tablespoon- 
fuls of grated horseradish root fresh- 
ly prepared ; add suit, cayenne to 
taste with one tables|ioouful of vin- 
egar. Serve with boiled leg of mut- 
ton. 

Veal With Tomato. 

Take a thick slice of veal, brown 
In fat. cover with a layer of onions 
and tomato, a sliced green pepjier 
and a little water, cook In a moderate 
oven until all the vegetable Juices 
have been absorbed.

Matter Is of Greatest Importance 
When They Are Planted Along 
the Highways. 

For mnny years It has been n eua- 
totn with most people to plant trees 
without regard to the ultimate purpose 
they would serve. Little thought has 
been given ns to the most suitable va- 
rieties for planting or thnt there might 
bt* sections along the roadway where 
It would be of advantage to cut the 
existing trees, and in this way make 
the roadside scenery more interesting 
and attractive. A closer study of the 
problem, however, shows thnt there 
nre two distinct typos of roadside 
scenery. The first may he said to be 
where the trees, shrubs, buildings and 
other objects that border the highway 
form the element of the picture, with 
the roadway as a centrnl feature. 
Mnny places along the roadside have 
no Inducements whatever us to special 
attractiveness, and In fact, the scen- 
ery may be of decidedly monotonous 
character. It Is In such a place that 
one may feel at liberty to plant ac- 
cording to the so-called closed type. 

The second type can he used where 
the wide meadows, fields and dlstnnt 
lnndscnpe compose the picture, with 
tho rondslde trees as frames. Exam- 
ples of this type may be found In 
many sections of the state, where 
beautiful vistas could be enhanced by 
the presence of suitable shade trees. 
In mnny cases, trees along the high- 
way form screens so us to break up 
the long stretches of views along 
openings here and there which make 
more attractive the roadside scenery. 


ECONOMIC VALUE OF BEAUTY 

Good Points Made by Governor Lake 
of Connecticut in Arbor and 
Bird Day Proclamation. 

Governor Lake of Connecticut In his 
proclamation appointing Arbor and 
Bird day made some excellent points. 
He recommended tliut all citizens, but 
particularly the teachers and pupils 
In schools, observe the day and added : 

"Let the pupils of our schools be 
taught thnt the plnntlng nnd care of 
shade trees, the protection of birds and 
their eggs, Is not only an economic 
measure, hut contributes to the beauty 
of our state und the enjoyment of our 
homes. I further recommend the for- 
mation of town and village improve- 
ment associations to encourage tree 
planting nnd bird protection and to 
exercise Interested enre over matters 
relating to the scenic beauty of our 
towns und cities. Well-kept roads, 
streets and lawns enhance the value 
of property and promote the general 
welfare of towns and villages.” 

Observe especially the last sentence: 
"Well-kept roads, streets and lawns 
enhance {lie vulue of properly and 
promote the general welfure of towns 
and villages." 

Here Is official recognition of the 
economic value of leuuty. Common 
experience shows that Governor Lake 
Is right. If every community continues 
Its clean-up until every lawn Is well 
kept und every building tidy and 
painted, won’t the tendency he to in- 
crease property vulues? — Exchange. 


City Planning in Schools. 

"We huve city planning courses In 
ell of the schools," D. D. Pinkerton, 
president of the Kansas City board of 
educutlon says, “We call them courses 
in cldcs. These courses deal with every 
phase of civil government and espe- 
cial attention is given to civic beauty.

LIKE UNIFORM OF THE NURSE 


Embroidery Play* Large Part in 
Decorating Dresses. 


Colors Uaod to Match Garment — Thin 
Black Frock Always Popular 
for Summer. 


A survey of the shop windows, ob- 
serves n writer In the Christian 
Science Monitor, reveals many new 
and Interesting features of the after- 
noon dress, the most notable being, 
perhaps, the extensive use of head 
embroidery, which plays a very large 
part In the decoration of the dresses 
of this season. Some of the dresses 
have the entire bodice head em- 
broidered, while a deep band also dec- 
orates the skirt reaching far up In un- 
even design and leaving only about 
one-third of the dress plain. 

Others have head motifs embroid- 
ered here and there on the dress. The 
beads used are often the same color 
os the dress, such as bronze heads for 
brown satin or crepe de chine, Jet for 
black charmcusc or georgette,, und 
steel or iridescent heads on gray. 

The thin black dress for summer 
weather Is one of which we never 
Beem to tire, for season after season 
It finds Its way Into the wardrobe of 
many women. Its mode of expression, 
however, varies considerably from 
year to year and this may he one rea- 
son for Its perennial youth. Another, 
of course, is Its suitnhillty for many 
occasions and yet another, that a very 
large number of women recognize the 
fact that they really look their best 
In black. Jet tynbroidery Is seen a 
good deal on the black afternoon 
dresses this year, sometimes being em- 
broidered straight on the dress, or 
hands of bead trimming may he used. 

One dress Is composed of black 
crepe georgette with a long bodice, 
short sleeves and a skirt with four 
deep tucks. Two hands of bead trim- 
ming decorate the dress, passing over 
the shoulders, caught Into loops at 
tin* waist, hack and front, and hang- 
ing slightly below the skirt, disappear 
under the liem. The trimming Is 
made up of Jet and cut steel heads, its 
glistening effect making a pleasing 
contrast to the dull finish of the 
georgette.

Broiled Fish. Broiling over coals or 
under the gas llama until brown Is a 
favorite way of preparing the smaller 
tlsh. fresh tlsli of one to two pounds 
size, or smoked fish, such as tlunnn 
huddle or white tlsh, are delicious 
served in this way. 

Wash the lish, split, season, dot with 
fat, place on a greased broiler and 
broil until the Hakes can he easily sep- 
arated. If a gas broiler Is used, place 
the rack several inches below the* llatiio 
and brown. Sliced lemon makes an at- 
tractive garnish and gives additional 
flavor and food value. 

Boiled Fish.— Helled lish Is easily 
prtqmrcd and, when served with a 
well-seasoned sauce, Is delicious. 
Cook whole or, if too large, cut In 
pieces. Cover with boiling salted wa- 
ter, but do not allow it to foil rapidly, 
as hard boiling breaks the lish. Cook 
for ten minutes per pound, Strong- 
tlnvored lish, such as carp, is Improved 
by adding a half cupful of vinegar fo 
the cooking water. 

Baked Fioh. — Use the whole lish or 
a piece from the middle of a large one. 
If desired, stuff with mashed pota- 
toes, cook i d rice, or bread crumbs well 
seasoned. Cut gashes down I lie hack 
and insert strips of salt pork or dot 
with fat. Dredge with line* corn meal 
or flour, place in a linking pan and 
cook till tender, allowing ten to twelve 
minutes a pound. Sometimes tlsli Is 
baked In a tomato sauce or in milk 
enough to cover the bottom of the 
pan. 

Fried Fish. — Small lish may lie fried 
whole; larger ones should he cut Into 
pieces suitable for serving. Itoll the 
fish In corn meal or flour, or dip It in 
hatter, or In bread crumbs, egg, and 
again In crumbs. Fry In deep fat, or 
In a small amount of fat in a skillet. 
Fish fried in deep fat Is less likely to 
he greasy than when fried in a pan.

Many families .luring the war 
formed the habit of having two or 
three lish days a week and some of 
them have kept It up ever since. Many 
others, if they tried It. would find that 
the use of more tlsli adds pleasant 
variety to the meals. 

America has as good a lish supply as 
any country in the world, say food spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but Americans 
cat less lish than the people of many 
other countries. For instance, in Eng- 
land an average of 0i> pounds of tlsli 
yearly for each person Is eaten, while 
here the average Is only IS pounds. 

All told, there are said to lie about 
1(H) kinds of edllde tlsh available In 
the United States, but most persons 
are familiar with not more than u 
dozen. It is a good plan to try new 
kinds of tlsh whenever there Is an op- 
portunity and, If they are not avail- 
able In the loeu) market, to suggest to 
the Ashman that ho add them to his 
supply. Also, If fresh lish cannot he 
obtained, many kinds of suit, smoked 
and canned lish can lie shipped any- 
where at any season of the year. 

How to Select a Frerh Fish. 

Whenever possible, it is best to go to 
the market and select lish. A fresh 
fish has full, bright eyes, bright red 
gills, firm flesh and a fresh odor. The 
flesh along the backbone should he ex- 
amined with special care, because that 
■s where a fish spoils first. 

Frozen fish should lie bought In that 
condition and thawed in a cool place 
Just before cooking. Much of the prej- 
udice against frozen fish has conm 
from the fuct that it was thawed out 
some time uefore It was sold. Fish 
docs not change In flavor and food 
value so long ns It remains frozen, but 
It spoils verv quickly after It Is 
thawed. •

Manufacturers, it seems, 
weaving materials to lie used exclu- 
sively for skirts, have continued to 
present striped and plaid patterns In 
woolen goods that Invite the Ingenuity 
of designers In making attractive 
models. In cloth skirts the same 
long, straight lines emphasized by 
plaits, appear in the fall models, that 
were characteristic of spring skirts. 
None of the new skirts are narrow, 
and all of them are longer tlian those 
of Inst season — but it remains to be 
proved that American women will ac- 
cept n much lengthened skirt, so hems 
are only hasted in und length left to 
the discretion of the wearer. 

There is also the usual variety of 
plaits, with knife nnd 'iccordlon plult- 
lng well represented among them. But 
each piece of striped or plaid mate- 


rial suggests several varieties of plait* 
lags according to the fancy of the 
designer. Plaited and plain panels al- 
ternate on some of the new models, 
and occasionally long lines are broken 
by a yoke made plain with plaited 
portion set on it. Buttons in many 
sizes and in graduated sizes promise 
a new development in the matter of 
decoration for fall skirts, nnd they 
take to the company of belts nnd 
pockets. A few smart skirts display 
small buttons following each other 
from belt to hem the full length of the 
skirt. 

The plain materials — either wool or 
silk, panels and tunics have every 
reason to succeed. Separate skirts 
have become so important in the ward- 
robe that women demand them In va- 
riety. A pretty skirt of black char- 
meuse satin Is shown in the picture 
with panels at hack nnd front form- 
ing n long tunic having plaited ruf 
ties ulong Its edges. 


dull silver tissue, in color matching 
exactly the steel of the heads. It Is 
lined with black and over the silver 
tissue is draped black lace which is 
studded here and there with jet heads. 
Two silver roses hold the drapery In 
place. Another rather new and very 
smart black dress is made of crepe 
georgette and moire ribbon. The bod-

The black taffeta frocks with their 
skirts encircled by formal little rib- 
bon ruches are very picturesque, and 
it is quite unusual to see black taffeta 
Unaccompanied by white organdie. 
Frills are edged with It, or It will ap- 
pear ut the neck and wrists in little 
plaited rutiles. Beautifully embroid- 
ered lingerie collars and cuffs ure 
much worn with black taffeta, show- 
ing that there are still faithful ad- 
herents to the early Victorian mode.

EGGS QUITE USEFUL 
FOOD FOR CHILDREN 


It '% Good Eating and Possesses Ad 
uitional Advantage of Extending 
Small Amount. 


If Overcooked They Are Likely to 
Cause Indigestion. 


Stuffed steak is good eating, and pos- 
sesses the additional advantage of ex- 
tending a small amount of meal. The 
following recipe for this dish Is rec- 
ommended by the food specialists In 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture : 


An Excellent Ironing Surface. 

To make an Ironing hoard on which 
it Is a Joy to Iron, tuke one roll of 
cotton batting such as Is used for com- 
forts. Spread the cotton batting even- 
ly over the hoard and fnsten over this 
a cover made from unbleached muslin, 
tacking It down around the sides of 
the board. An extru length of musliu 
or unbleached muslin which can he 
easily washed should he used as an 
outer cover. 


Best Ways of Serving Them for Young 
People Are Poached, Soft Boiled 
or Coddled — They May Be 
Scrambled for Change. 


1 pound round 2 tables poo nfule 

steak. chopped parsley. 

2 cupfuls boiled 1 teaspoonful onion 

rice. Juice. 

Salt. Tuprlka. 

Blend the rice with the seasoning. 
Round the steak until thin. Spread 
the stenk with a layer of the rice 
stalling about three-quarters inch 
thick. Itoll and tie In shape nr fasten 
with skewers. Rut In a covered pan 
with enough water to keep from burn- 
ing and cook In the oven for HO min- 
utes. Take off the cover and brown 
before removing from the oven. Thick- 
en the stock left In the pun for gravy. 

*>r. If preferred, make Individual 
servings. Cut a three-inch square of 
stenk, place a lalilespoonfql of the 
dressing In the center, roll the steak 
around It. nnd fasten. Rluce It In a 
pan with a little water and rook as 
the roast was rooked. This steak is 
very good served with a tomato sauce.

Eggs are especially useful food for 
young children. The chief point to re- 
member In preparing them for chil- 
dren Is that they must not be over- 
cooked for such ure likely to cause 
Indigestion, sny food specialists In the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Every one knows how the heat 
of cooking hardens the egg, and It Is 
easy to understand why the digestive 
Juices might have difficulty in pene- 
trating such hard substance as the 
white of a hard-boiled egg. Over- 
cooked yolks are also thought to he 
hard to digest. However, when eggs 
are cooked in the shell, the heat 
reaches the white before it does the 
yolk, and there is more danger of the 
white being overcooked tbau of the 
yolk. The best ways of serving eggs 
for children ure pouched, soft boiled, 
or coddled, though they may be scram- 
bled for a change If one Is careful not 
to scorch the fat used nor to overcook 
the egg. 

Many means have been suggested 
for cooking eggs In such a way that 
the yolks will be cooked and the 
whites will not he overcooked.. One 
of the most satisfactory Is by coddling, 
which Is dune as follows; Allow a 
cupful of water to each egg, bring the 
water to the boiling point, remove it 
from the tire, put In the eggs, cover 
the dish closely, and leave the eggs 
in the water for about wen minutes. 
There Is some uncertainty uhout this 
method, for eggs differ In weight und 
also In temperature at the time the 
cooking begins. On tlie whole this 
method cun he more dejs-nded upon 
than others. G<»od results cun he ob- 
tultied by pouring hot water over 
eggs. If the same dish with the same 
amount of wuter Is always used, hut 
each cook must make her own rules.

86,668,555 to 84,462,613. 

The net income for the six months of 1921 was 8374,618, against 
a deficit of 8760,656 in the same period of 1920.

DANIEL BOONE. THE GREAT 
KENTUCKIAN

• 

Daniel Boone wns the son of Quaker 
pnrents who lived In Pennsylvania. Al- 
though the principal doctrine In the 
Quaker creed Is that man must not 
kill, Daniel departed from the faith of 
his fnthers early and he became one 
of the greatest Indian lighters In 
Amerlcnn history. 

When Boone wns eighteen Ills pnr- 
ents moved to North Cnrollnn nnd In 
the Yadkin vnlley of that state, young 
Boone became nn expert woodsman 
nnd hunter. Attracted by the tales of 
a hunter who had crossed Ute Appa- 
lachians Into the unknown Kentucky 
country, Boone visited the Blue Grnss 
state several times until hi) finally de- 
cided to mnke thnt country Ills home. 
In 1775 he etsnblished Boonesborough, 
the first outpost of civilisation In the 
"Dark nnd Bloody Ground," as Ken- 
tucky was called because It wus n bat- 
tleground for tunny tribes of Indians. 

Boone’s adventures with the Indlnns 
In Ills new home were Innumerable. In 
1778 he was captured by the Sltnw- 
nees, who admired the scout's courage 
so much that he wns not put to death. 
Instead Chief Black Fish adopted him, 
giving hint the name of Big Turtle — 
rather nn Inappropriate title for a ntnn 
so active. Ilooue pretended to he well- 
pleased with Ills captivity und after 
several niontha the watchfulness of 
the savages relaxed. Then lie mnde 
his esenpe. 

Several years later this same band 
of Shnwnees came to Boonesborough 
to kidnap their former captive. They 
found Boone In a little slinnty used 
for drying tobacco. 

“Now Boone, we got you," said the 
Indians. “You no get away this time.” 

“Yes, you have me hut I am glad to 
go with you," replied the scout, "hut 1 
want my friends to have some of this 
tobacco." 

He gathered up a number of the 
dryest leaves nnd. unseen by the In- 
dians, crushed them In Ills hands. Be- 
fore they could move, lie threw the 
powdered tobacco Into their eyes. As 
the blinded savages rolled on the floor 
howling and digging at their eyes, the 
former "Big Turtle" showed unex- 
pected speed and was far up the trail 
to the fort before they could pursue 
him. 

In Ids Inter years Boone wns cheat- 
ed out of the rich Kentucky lands he 
had fought so hard to win and he mi- 
grated to Missouri, becoming a hunter 
once more. He died there in 18110 at 
the age of eighty-six. A quarter of a 
century later Kentucky paid him be- 
lated honor by removing his body to 
tlte capital of the state nnd today Dan- 
iel Boone sleeps In the land where he 
won fame ns u pioneer and scout. 

SIMON KENTON, THE AMERI- 
CAN MAZEPPA 

Second only to the name of Daniel 
Boone — whose life lie once saved — Is 
written In the antinls of Kentucky the 
name of Simon Kenton. Kenton was 
a Virginian who served us u scout In 
Lord Duninore’s war shortly before 
the outbreak of the Revolution and 
who crossed over the mountains Into 
the “Dark und Bloody Ground" of Ken- 
tucky In search of adventure. Ills ex- 
ploits there soon won for him the un- 
dying hatred of the Indians and no 
less than eight times he wns captured 
by them and sentenced to death. 

In 1778 Kenton with two compan- 
ions went north Into Ohio to spy upon 
u tribe at war with the whites. While 
returning, they came upon a herd of 
Indian horses. The Kentuckians re- 
solved to take some of the animals 
along as trophies of the successful ex- 
peditlon. The Indians quickly discov- 
ered the theft and overtook the scouts 
just before they crossed the Ohio 
river. 

One of the Kentuckians was killed, 
another escaped hut Kenton was taken 
prisoner. 

"You steal Injun hoss?” they taunt- 
ed him. "All right, we give you ride 
on him !" 

So they tied the scout on a wild 
young horse and set It free in the for- 
est. He Anally was taken from the 
horse's hack more dead than ulive. 

At the first village the Indians 
reached, they condemned the scout to 
run the gantlet. When the signal was 
given, Kenton sprang through the line 
of warriors, armed with cjubg and 
hatchets, and reached the council 
house, his goal, almost untouched. 
Near Zunesfleld preparations were 
made to hunt him at the stake, hut the 
arrival of Simon Glrt.v, the "white 
renegade," who recognized Kenton us 
un old friend, saved him. 

His freedom was short-lived. Three 
weeks later the Indians again voted 
to put him to death. Again he was 
saved by a friend— Chief Logan, the 
noted orator of the Cayugas. When 
the Sanrisky towns were reached, the 
Indians held u council and once more 
decreed the death i>enalty. Kenton 
wus tied to the stuke. Just as the 
torch was being applied, a British of 
fleer appeared and demunded the sur 
render of their prisoner 'o his com 
mander at Detroit. 

Kenton was kept captive In Detroit 
until 177U, when through the aid of at: 
Indtuu trader's wife he escaped tc 
Kentucky where he died in 1830.

Every man who Is the head of a 
family litis somewhere In the hack of 
Ills mind n desire to own a home of 
his own for himself nnd his family. 
Thnt this desire has not been grati- 
fied may be due to any number of 
things, but the one thnt prevents most 
people from owning the house In 
which they live Is Mlint they never 
renlly started to acquire a home. 

For the nverage person, buying a 
home Is a considerable undertaking, 
one thnt means the taking on of nn 
obligation thnt will require a number 
of years to pay. The Investment looks 
large nnd will probably require some 
sacrifices, but once a start Is made 
the satisfaction more than repays the 
effort. 

No man, however, should undertake 
to buy a home that costs more than 
It Is reasonably certain he will he 
aide to pay for. This error Is the 
reason that has caused many to lose 
their homes after a start toward own- 
ing them has been made. Good judg- 
ment In picking the site and in erect- 
ing a home tlmt meets the needs of 
the family nnd at the same time will 
not require a larger Investment than 
can he handled, are two essentials In 
successfully acquiring a home.

•lbl». It will he noted by the plan 
that the kitchen tuny he reached from 
the thing room through a hall out ol 
which run the stairs to the second 
floor. All the rooms are well pro- 
vided with windows, making them 
light and cheery and at the same time 
well ventilated.

Anil If 
one germ finds sugar, it can produce 
300,000 more sugar-loving germs in u 
week ! Sugar loses so much «*f Its 
sweetness because of these microbes. 
Every year micro-organisms destroy 
over $25,000,000 worth of sugur. A 
barrel of sugar in storage is quickly 
iufected, especially if the air is damp. 
Wheu sugar Is being curried in tin* ill- 
ventiluted hold of u ship, the sugar 
sweuts. While passing from a hot 
region into a cooler one, this moisture 
condenses on the surface of the sugur 
and uttructs millions of germs. This 
also occurs where sugar Is stored in 
warm places like refineries. It doesn’t 
pay to keep sugur for long. An attempt 
to stop the ravages of the sugur germs 
Is being made by using dry steam in- 
stead of water in tin* finul process of 
wash lug sugar. In the water process, 
air full of germs Is sucked in. But 
dry steam kills ninety per cent of the 
little sugar eaters.

hides on the free list before the final 
passage of the bill. 


DRUMMERS VS. ADVERTISING 

A New York merchant made follow 
ing stsiiteinent after 20 years exjperi- 
esce with druhimers. Their expense* 
equalled their salaides and he irad 
paid salaries of $2500 and their ex 
penses of traveling six months of tlir 
year had amounted to over $2000.

He dis 
charged one man and took' $S00 out 
of the $3000 that he had saved 
through having one less salary to pay 
and invested it in advertising, ami 
received a return profit from it, of

QUINCY AVENUE CARS 

It is about time that Weymouth and 
Braintree made an effort to compel 
the Eastern Massachusetts street 
railway to run its oars on Quincy 
avenue as far as the naiload crossing 
as formerly. Probably the company 
is trying to evade the pfeyment of an 
afsessment for the new bridge 1 , foi 
which it is liable, but nevertheless the 
public should demand better connec- 
tion with the oars running to South 
Weymouth and Bast Weymouth, and 
also to the Braintree depot. The 
Weymouth Home Rule committee 
should take it up. 


BRAINTREE TAX RATE 

The tax rate in Braintree for this 
year is $30 on $1000, an increase of 
80 cents over laet year’s rate. The 
amount to be raised bv taxation in 
1921 is given as $3G1.261.14. an in- 
crease over last year's sum by 
$37,367.77. The valuation figures for 
1921 are $12,042,038, whereas the 
figures for 1920 were $11,092,239. 


HINGHAM TAX RATE $23.90~” 

H Ingham's tax rate has boon com- 
puted by the Board of Assessors for 
tljis year and will be $23.90 on oach 
one tiholisiind-dolllair valuation— $1.10 
per thousand less than last year's 
levy, .which is surely good news to 
the taxpayers of the town.
